SURPRISE THE COUNTRY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.—[Exclu- 
sive Dist what, Engineer 
L. Stuart of the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
mission says, the commission will sur- 
prise the country in its forthcoming re- 
port by estimating that the canal can 
be built for many enillions less than the 
previous commission’s estimate, and 
with far less engineering difficulties. 
Stuart is just back from Nicaragua, 
where he has had charge of the last 
surveying party in the field. He said 
today: 

“The present commission has made a 
complete survey of the San Juan River, 
which had only been partially surveyed 
before, and we made a survey of Lake 
Nicaragua, which had never been sur- 
veyed before. The Nicaragua canal 
project has given rise to a dozen dif- 
ferent schemes by a8 many individuals, 
and each scheme carried with it a dif- 
ferent plan for dams and locks and for 
a different route eastward from Lake 
Nicaragua to the Atlantic. The com- 
mission has been guided by none of 
them, but has accumulated data about 
the country for miles on each side of 
every proposed route, and will thus be 
able -to determine which route is the 
most feasible. The work has been most 
complete, and will serve to. solve every 
possible question or problem that may 
come up, without any further investiga- 
tion in the field. . 

“Between Lake Nicaragua and the 
Pacific Ocean there is only one feasible 
route, amd that extende from Brite Har- 
bor inland. The distance is about 
seventeen miles. The depression in the 
hills back of Brito establishes this un- 
questionably, as the only locality that 
would serve the purpose of the canal. 
The greatest altitude between Brito and 
the lake is almost 140 feet. Once om the 
lake ships would have free navigation 
for many miles. From the point 
where the canal enters _— the lake 
to the point where the. lake 
empties into the Sam Juan River. 
the distance is seventy miles. 
For fifteen miles on the east and ome 
mile on the west the:lake would have 
to be dredged. There is an average 
depth of ten fathoms the balance of the 
way. The greatest depth we found was 
200 feet, which makes the bottom of the 
lake at such places below the sea level. 
The surface of the lake is 108 feet 
above the level of the sea. 

“The San Juan River flows from the 
lake into the Carribean Sea through 
approximately 124 miles of country. For 
a considerable distance it is confined to 
the valley by parallel ridges of hills, 
ahd through this section the canal 
would have to follow the course of the 
river, although not necessarily all of 


windings. 


“Leaving the valley the river winds 
through a broad plain, reaching the sea 
at Greytown; through this sandy stretch 
of counrty are several proposed routes. 
‘We have made thorough surveys of the 
entire San Juan Valley. and the entire 
plain, and with the aid of this data 


mine and recommend the best plan. In

they were founded on improper infor- 
mation. The cost of cutting through 
seventeen miles of hilly country be- 
tween Brito and the lake will be much 
less than previously estimated. The 
previous commissions have assumed 
that the work would be through solid 
rock. Our borings show the material 
is mostly clay. We found very little 
rock, Previous commissions have added 
from 20 to 50 per cent. to their esti- 
mates for incidental expenses. This 
margin is too great. The present com- 
missioti, with its exact data, can. come 
very close to probable cost, and will 
add not more than 10: per cent. for in- 
cidental expenses.”

NEWS OF GARCIA’S DEATH PRO- 
VOKES A CUBAN RIOT. 


The American Soldiers Who Dis- 
embarked at Havana Were Re- 
ceived With Patriotic 
Shouts of Jay.

SAN FRANCISCO, bec. 12.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Manila corre- 
spondent of the Hongkong Daily Press 
states that from Spanish sources have 
come reports of terrible atrocities com- 
mitted by rebels. The inhabitants of 
the towns of Cagayan and of Aparri 
and other places, in the a bsence of 
Spanish troops, relied upon the prom- 
ises of the insurgent chiefs that lives 
and the property of persons of all 
classes would be respected. 

When’ the conquerers marched in,” 
they were received with music and the 
pealing of bells. The invaders proved 
to be perfidious. They looted churches 
and cobbed the Spanish civil and mil- 
itary authorities. The bishop was sub- 
jected to the grossest indignities. He 
was slapped in the «face, beaten, 
shamelessly insulted and despoiled of 
his clerical robes. The friars were 
beaten with sticks, kicked and hung 
up in the torrid sun for several hours, 
The natives were forbidden to render 
the fathers any assistance. 

During their greatest sufferings, 
white hanging hungry and naked in the 
broiling sun, Chinese and natives fur- 
tively supplied them with food and 
water. One aged friar was placed upon 
a horses’s sadd's and jumped upon un- 
til the blood poured from his mouth 
and nose. Another, it is said, was 
clothed only in rain coat, carried .in 
triumph for 200 yards, and then cudgled 
to death amid savage cries. 

Nuns in the convent were subjected 
to shameless treatment, The Tagalos 
say they will teach the Cagayanes to 
despise the Spanish priests, bishop, 
friars and all things ecclesiastic. No- 
tices have been posted in all the towns 
peoclaiming freedom of belief, civil 
burial and prohibiting the taking of 
the sacrament, religious processions 
and church observances.

open before the time was ripe for 
American investments. French and 
German houses also reached out to in- 
sure the trade that was already theirs. 

Spanish capital has done more than 
that. It is probable that the Barcelona 
houses will carry out their plan of 
erecting jute Is in Cuba. This is 
something they never seriously con- 
templated while. Spain ruled the island. 
It was enough to have a portion of 
their capital invested in the mercantile 
business without the additional risks 
of the manufactcrtes, A common delu- 
sion that the retail trade of Havana 
and other cities -will pass rapidly into 
American hands must also be noted. 
The Spanish merchants will hold this 
trade so’ stubbornly that its future is 
not worth considering at present. The 
only point of consequence is that they 
will buy in larger quantities from 
houses in the United States. 

It is a swift method of reasoning 


‘by which the conclusion been 


reached that the future carrying trade 
of Cuba almost in its entirety will be 
under the American flag. The depen&- 
ency of the island on the United States, 
whatever form its government may 
take, settles that point in the minds 
of the European trade reports. They 
have also looked a little further than 
the Americans in the coastwise trade, 
That in their view is hereafter solely 
a question of American ships. The few 
vessels under the Spanish flag, which 
are engaged in the coast traffic, will 
continue in it. The difference will be 
that they will not be a privileged mo- 
nopoly without competition.

AWED BY GEN. GREENE. 


HIS APPEARANCE ABRUPTLY STOPS 
A CUBAN RIOT, 


The-News of the Death of Gen, Gar- 
cia Precipitates a Fatal Street 
Conflict Between Cubans and 
Spaniards in Havana—Some Nar- 
row Escapes and Incidents. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HAVANA, Dec. 12.—After the news 
of Gen. Garcia's death spread through 
Havana early yesterday evening, the 
Cubans wished to have all the places of 
amusement closed. They succeeded in 
closing two places. frequented by Cu- 
bans, but the management of the Tacon 
Theater, where there were many Span- 
ish officers among the audience, refused 
to close the house. Thereupon Alle- 
grette, a former captain of Cuban 
troops, got into an excited argument 
with the manager of the theater, and 
he was escorted to the sidewalk by the 
police on duty. A 

There Allegrette entered into a heated 
discussion with a Spanish officer, who 
struck him across the face with the 
flat of his sword, Then there was a 
collision between the Cubans and the 
Spanish military men; more blows 
were struck on both sides, and many 
persons from the cafés and park 
cheered for Spain, and brought crowds 
of people to the spot from adjacent 
streets and squares. Suddenly a shot 
was fired, whether by a Cuban or by a 
Spaniards, intentionally or accident- 
ally, cannot be said, and the Cubans 
retreated into thé Hotel Ingleterra. 
More shots were filed on both sides, 
and Arturo Tizel, a French citizen, 
born in Havana, was shot and se- 
riously wound while sitting at a table. 

More shots were fired and Cubans ran 
through the hotel! office and made their 
way upstairs. Jesus Solonongo, a 
Cuban, fell wounded on the stairs, and 
another wounded man broke into the 
reom occupied by Lieut. Fitzhugh Lee, 
son of the famous general, and the for- 
mer Consul General here, demanding 
protection. 

Gen, Greene and several ‘nembers of 
his staff, who had been out on a bal- 
cony watching the crowd, heard the 
uproar in the hotel, and went into the 
corridors. So soon as the Spanish offi- 
cers saw Gen. Greene, who was in uni- 
form, they stopped the pursuit of the 
Cubans, saluted and retired. In the 
meantime Eastaquio Lemus had been 
fatally wounded in the street, and 
Pedro Blesa and Sefior Jiminez had 
been killed. Shortly afterward, the 
Spanish guards on duty swarmed in 
*rom the neighboring streets and order 
‘was restored, 

At the time the Cubans and pursuing 
Spaniards ran through the Hotel Ingle- 
terra, Gen. Humphreys was in the 
‘obby, talking with Maj. Martin of Gen. 
Greene’s staff, and other gentlemen. A 
hullet shattered a mirror near where 
they stood, and two others splintered 
the staircase. 

R. S. Howland, editor of the Provi- 
4ence Journal, and W. L. Reilly, a New 
York contractor, were jostled by the 
-udden rush of shouting and fighting 
men. Gen. Julio Sanguilly was sitting 
*t a table in the lobby. The violent 
ceenes in the office and on the stairs 
*asted, however, for only a few min- 
nites, 

On the outside the Spanish soldiers 
were. clearing the great square and 
streets in the vicinity. The hotel was 
‘u'l of American officers and civilians, 


were standing on the balconies at the 
imminent risk of being hit by bullets 


fired at an upWard angle to scare the 
crowds, From that point they watched 
the spectacle in the electric-lighted 


squary, 

It is reported that, in addition to 
those killed and wounded, who have 
been viously mentioned, fourteen 
are ng cared for in private houses, 
Three arresta were made. 

A few minutes after the shooting in 
the hotel, frightened patrons 
Cubans gathe around Gen. Greene 
asking if he would protect them. He 
assured them that he believed they 
were safe, but that the only recognized 
authority in Havana was the Spanish 
executive. He then sent Capt. Cole and 
Lieut, Stevens to Gen. Castellanos to 
inquire what was being done to pre- 
serve order, The latter replied that the 
cafés had been ordered closed and the 
streets ecleared, while troops in suf- 
ficient numbers to keep the peace had 
been posted in the squares and thor- 
oughfarea, Two of the aides of Gen. 
Castellanos called upon Gen. Greene 
and gavé him further personal assur- 


ance. 

Telephone messages describing the oc- 
currence were sent to Gen. ade in 
El Vedado, and Gen. Greene cabled to 
Washington a brief statement of the 
facts, What was taking place in the 
city was all unknown to the Amer- 
ican warships and transports in the 
harbor, nor did the news reach there 
until this morning.

Charles Goldman, administrator of 
the estate of M. Wormser, deceased, be- 
gan suit in the District Court yester- 
day against John H. Carruthers of Chi- 
cago and the Arizona Canaigre Com- 
pany and the Anglo-American Canaigre 
Company for the possession of about 
2700 acres of land situated south of the 
Salt River. The land was leased about 
two years ago to Carruthers, “who 
transferred the lease to the two com- 
panies mentioned. Under the terms of 
the lease the land rented for a total 
amount of $12,300, none of which, it is 
alleged, has been paid. The plaintiff 
seeks to enter into possession of the 
land again, and wants all improvements 
made on the property and crops raised 
assigned to him as compensation for the 
use of the land. A great part of the 
land is now in canaigre, the value of 
which is not a matter of common 
knowledge. 


TUCSON. 

TUCSON (Ariz.,) Dec. 9.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Mr. Chambers, who 
owns the Hot Springs ranch, sixteen 
miles from Tucson, reports a good crom 
of oranges now ripening on the small 
grove he has planted. He has 120 acres 
on his homestead and enough water on 
the place to irrigate several hundred 
acres more. 

Frank M. King, formerly editor of 
the Nogales Vidette, has purchased an 
interest in a stock brokerage business 
and removed to this city.. ss 

Allison Bros, & Wicks, who own a 
gold property in the Barboquivari 
Mountains, operate the property with 
three men and are said to have a net 
income of $1000 a month. Their shaft 
is 100 feet deep, with free gold in the 
bottom. 

The excitement over the new find in 
the Graham Mountains continues and 
reports of the richness of the discov- 
ery increase rather than diminish in 
size. A new mining town will spring 
up as a consequence. It is understood 
that from 200 to 400 people have congre- 
gated in the vicinity, and the country 
for mileS’ around has been located. A 
few disputes between claimants have 
arisen, but as yet no bloodshed is re- 
ported. The nearest point is Willcox, 
whioh is about twenty-two miles from 
the discovery. 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Dec. 9.~[Regular 
Correspondence.}] It seems that there 
is a sérious hitch in the water system 
proposition. LL. B. Harrison is here 
from New York and stands willing to 
take up the $150,000 worth of bonds 
voted for this purpose, but the Mayor 
has refused to call a meeting of the 
City Council for the purpose of receiv- 
ing the proposition, although requested 
to do so by four of the members, It is 
understood, however, that Mr. Harri- 
son says he will put up $15,000 as a 
forfeit in case he does not carry out 
his contract. He proposes to take the 
bonds and put in the waterworks and 
sewer system according to specifica- 
tions for the full amount of the bonds. 
He agrees to purchase the ranch on 
which the reservoir site is located, pay- 
ing $2000 therefor, bear all the ex- 
penses of engraving and printing the 
bonds, pay the commission agreed upon 
by the City Council’ to George W. 
Hoadley of Phoenix, who has brought 
Mr. Harrison here, and pay a salary 
of $400 a month to the civil engineer 
who may be appointed by the City 
Council to superintend the work. 
Messrs. Harrison and Hoadley, accom- 
panied by members of the’ City Coun- 
cil, visited the site of the proposed 
reservoir and were greatly pleased with 
the location. 

Patrick Burns was severely injured 
in the face and his brother Tom had a 
narrow escape from receiving serious 
injury in the explosion of a charge of 
giant powder this week. They were 
engaged in digging a well for F. E. 
Jones at the time, 

Prospecting for water in North Pres- 
cott continues. The drift from the 
bottom of the well extends now a dis- 
tance of sixty-five feet, and the for- 
mation grows scfter and more water- 
bearing as work progresses, having to be 
emptied of water twice a day. In the 
mean time, pumping from the tempor- 
ary well near by is kept up night and 
day, the water being torced into the 
city water mains. 

A force of engineers is at work in 
the Rock Butte ‘neighborhood, sceking 
a less heavy grade for the track of the 
Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Rail- 


way. 

The Zonia mining company, after 
four months’ quiet endeavor, has se- 
cured control by purchase and option 
of about twenty claims located in 
French Gulch, about twelve miles from 
Kirkland Station. The company is 
grading a site for a smelter and a new 
hoist, building a wagon road, erecting 
company offices and other structures, 
all indicating a permanent camp. 

The community of St. Davids, in Co- 
chise county, has thirty-five artesian 
wells in operation, the water being used 
for irrigating. The heaviest flow is 
found on Gould’s ranch, at a depth of 
430 feet, running eighty-three gallons 
per minute. Nothing larger than a 
two-inch pipe has been put down in 
any, of the wells yet.

Gompers Voices His Objection to Al- 
leged "Plua- 
tocracy” and Imperialism,” 


SEES DANGER IN EVERYTHING, 


AND STILL HE IS TOO CONSERVA- 
TIVE FOR SOME, 


A Small Faction is Making the Usual 
Attempt to Displace Gompers. 
They Cry for Greater 
Socialism, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS, DAY REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 12.—The 
eighteenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor met this 
morning. About one hundred and fifty 
delegates from all parts of this coufitry 
were present, also William Thorme and 
William Inskip of London, representing 
the British Trade Union Congress. 
Delegate Inskip’s mission is to plead 
for.a choser alliance between the United 
States amd the mother country along 
industrial as well as political lines. The 
work mapped out for the opening day 
included the committee reports, the 
seating and rejection of contested dele- 
gates, of which there are several, and 
the annual address of President Samuel 
Gompers, 

President Evams of the Kansas City 
Commercial Club welcomed the dele- 


‘gates. President Gompers responded. 


After disposing of the usual prelim- 
inary matters of orgamization, Mr. 
Gompers delivered his annual address, 
which was received with much enthusi- 


asm. Referring to the growth of — 


ternationality,” he said: 

“With the view of a closer bond of 
sympathy and unity among the organ- 
ized workers of the different countries, 
correspondence with many of them has 
been maintained, and entered into with 
a number of others. From the officers 
of our affiliated unions the satisfactory 
reports that they are in closer touch 
with their fellow trade unionists every- 
where, it is additionally gratifying that 
the mutual recognition, exchange and 
acceptance of union cards is being 
adopted internationally. . 7 
. “With each step taken in the direc- 
tion to cement the bond of fraternity 
and the recognition of the principle of 
solidarity in the national labor move- 
ment, we shall not only help to bear 
each other’s burdens, but comtinue to 
make those burdens lighter and be the 
lever for more international brother- 
hood of man, when the wars of. the 
nations shall be a thing of the. past 
and the song of the poet, dream of 
the philosopher and the hope of the 


philamthropist and humanitarian be. 


achieved. 

“Our fraternal delegates to the Brit- 
ish Trade. Union Congress, James. Dun- 
can and Harry Ljoyd, report that the 
greétings which they received at the 
hands of our fellow ‘trade unionists 
abroad were of a marked, generous and 
gratifying character; Wehave with us 
today the returm fraternal delegates 
from the British Trade Union Congress 
to our convention, William Inskip and 
William Thornton, men who have 
given the best years of their lives to the 
organization of the workers amd the 
uplifting of the masses of labor. 

“For the first time the convention last 


year elected a fraternal delegate to the} | 


trade and labor congress of Canada, 
Thomas I. Kidd, who, too, reports the 
cordiality of his greeting and the inter- 
est in his mission. Our Canadian fel- 


low-unionists have honored us by elect- |. 


ing @ delegate to attend this convention 
in the person of D. A. Carry.” 

Under the head of “No ‘®uality— 
Greater Federation,’ he said: 
result of the engineers of the strike of 
Great Britain, combination and amal- 
gation of union and closer federation 
of all, is the one point to which the 
labor movement there is at present di- 
rected, and duality of organization in 
one trade so long -prevailing in Great 
Britain is fast passing away. Our 
declaration of no two organizations of 
one trade, claiming equal jurisdiction, 
can exist without conflict and injury, 
the principle long ago recognized and 
established, of one union and one trade, 
has been taken as the slogan of the 
labor movement of Great Britain, and 
we shall soon see a solidified army of 


labor there upon the enost perfect lines 


to achieve success. 

“And this state of affairs teaches us 
a lesson, too; more in struggling for 
the upbuilding of national and interna- 
tional trade unionism and also for 
maintaining the integrity and entity 
of the trade union and with the de- 
velopment of industry, and the con- 
centration of wealth, it becomes the 
bounded duty of our trades unions to 
not only morally but financially con- 
centrate their efforts in a battle of of- 
fensive or defensive, when any allied 
organization is engaged in conflict.” 

Referring to the Pana and Virden 
strikes, Gompers said: 

“The operators sought to break their 
agreement and the strike by importing 
a horde of ex-convicts, negro cheap 
laborers from Alabama, placing them 
under an armed guard of Pinkerton 
thugs and hirelings. That bloodshed 
would ensue when an ignorant mass of 
men armed to do the bidding of char- 
acterless men could easily be foreseen. 
Gov. Tanner recognized the band of 
men armed was contrary to the laws of 
the State, and forbade entrance to 
others, and finally, appreciating the 
strained condition of affairs. he de- 
cleared martial law and insisted upon 
the disarmament of all.” 

He concludes this paragraph with a 
statement of matters taking a better 
form. there with the promise of a gat- 
isfactory settlement. 

Mr. Gompers stated the objections to 
the federation to the policy of impe- 
rialism and expansion as follows: : 

“We cannot annex the Philippines 
without a large increase in our stand- 


ing army. A large standing army is, 


repugnant to republican institutions 
and a -nenace to the liberty of our 
people. If we annex the Philinnines, 
we shall have to conquer the Philin- 
nines by the force of arms, and thereby 
deny to them what he claim for eur- 
selves—the right of self-government. 
“We shall surrender the present ca‘a 
and independent position by which we 
guaranteed the tranquillity and the 


fruits of peace and form ourselves into 


European and Asiatic entanglements, 


“We shall seek to conauer by the 
force of arms instead of by our own 
industry, commerce and seurerior men- 
tality and civilization. We shall he 
compelled to open the gates and admit 
the Chinese, Malays and slave-laborers 
who may come from ‘our new posses- 
sions,’ since the Constitution cf the 
United States forbids the interdiction 
of the free ertry of the mer and their 
precucts between all our Etates and 
our Territories. . 

“The policy ef imperialism is a dec- 
laretion that self-rovernment has failed 
and that the people cannot be trusted: 
that the doller ts of more coneequerce 
than men ard plotocracy. and milita- 
rism nobler than human'tv. The at- 
tempt to divert the attention of our 
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implying war and the preparatton for 
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people from the ills from which we 
= at home to foreign questions will 
a 


‘It has always been the hewers of 
wood and the drawers of water, the 
wealth producers, whose mission it has 
been, not only to struggle for freedom, 
but to be ever vigilant to maintain the 
liberty or freedom achieved: and it 
behooves the representatives of the 
grand army of labor in convention as- 
sembled, to give vent to the alarm we 
feel from the dangers threatening us 
and our free people to enter our sol- 
emn and emphatic protest against what 
we already feel, that with the success 
of the policy of tmperialsim, the deca- 
dence of our repwblic will have al- 
ready set in.” 

Mr. Gompers reported that 880 local 
unions were chartered during the year 


American Federation of Labor, sixty- 
seven national and internal unions, with 
10,500 local unions attached: ten State 
federations; 82 city central labor unions 
and trade assemblies; 315 local trade 
unions, having no nationals, and 109 
federal unions. 

On the subject of an eight-hour day, 
he says that should industrial condi- 
tions warrant, he suggests, that every 
effort be made by the incoming officers 
in coédperation with the trade-union 
movement of the country, to inaugurate 
a general agitation and movement for 
the universal introduction of an eight- 
hour or shorter hour work day. 

Although there seems to be no doubt 
but Mr. Gompers will be reélected, a 
fight will be made against him by a 
small faction headed by Isaac Gowen 
and Max Hays of Cleveland. 

“T would fight against Gompers,” 
said Gowen, in an interview todav, “if 
it were the last thing I had to do on 
earth. Gompers is entirely too con- 
servative and slow. We have not se- 
lected a candidate yet, but shall do so. 
He will be a representative of up-to- 
date socialism.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—The ordinance 
| extending the franchises of the Chicago 
street car companies for fifty’ years 
came uD in the City Council tonight 
and was referred to the Council Com- 
mittee on Railroads. Of all votes touch- 
ing the ordinance, the friends of the 
measure were a strong minority, but 
unless they can muster much greater 
strength, there is no probability that 
they will ever be able to pass it over 
the veto of Mayor Harrison. 

Contrary to general expectation, 
there was little excitement around the 
City Hall and although the council 
chamber was packed to suffocation and 
a crowd filled the outside corridors, 
the number of people present was but 
little larger than usual. The crowd 
was, however, against the franchise 
proposition to a man, and made no 
pretense of keeping it a secret. Adher- 
ents of the franchise were openly hissed 
when they attempted to gain a point 
for their measure and loud ‘yells 
greeted the announcement of the vote 
by which the ordinance was referred. 
Alderman McInerney made a speech 
to a certain extent defying the spirit 
shown by the galleries, and from that 
time to the adjournment, he was the 
object of numerous remarks from the 
outsiders, many of them being warmly 
personal. 

The crowd, however, was good na- 
tured. The Railroad Committee which 
now has the ordinance in charge is 
composed of thirteen members, eleven 
of whom tonight voted as friends of 
franchise extension.

SENATE AND HOUSE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, } 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Discussion 
of two questions each of importance 
and interest at this session was begun 
by the Senate at its session today. Ter- 
ritorial expansion and the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal occupies the 
attention of the body during the 
greater part of the afternoon. 

AS soon as the routine morning busi- 
ness had been disposed of, Mr. Vest of 
Missouri called up his resolution of- 
fered last week, declaring it to be un- 
constitutional for this government to 
acquire foreign territory, except for 
coaling stations or some like purpose, 
unless its intention was to confer state- 
hood upon the Territory and citizen- 
ship upon its inhabitants. Mr. Vest de- 
clared that it was a basic principle of 
this government that “the powers of 
the g~overnment were derived from the 
consent of the governed,” and main- 
tained that the Federal government had 


no. authority, either in morals or in the]. 


Constitution to go beyond that prin- 
ciple. He held that the principle had 
been sustained by the Supreme Court 
in various decisions, and that no public 
man of prominence and _ recognized 
tribunal had ever been reckless enough 
to controvert it. 

Mr. Morgan opened the debate on the 
Canal Bill with a three hours’ appeal 
for action at this session. The whole 
country, he said, would be disappointed 
if Congress did not act. He was will- 
ing to take any measure which would 
result in the building of the canal. In 
the course of his remarks, he agreed 
to accept an amendment specifically 
excepting the canal from neutrality 
with regard to any country with which 
the United States might be at war. 

The House spent the larger part of 
the day on District of Columbia busi- 
ness. The bill to relieve the condition 
of the American seamen was taken up, 
but nothing was accomplished. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
CLOSING SESSION, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—SENATE.— 
In the Senate today, Mr. Hoar and Mr. 
Hale presented resolutions of citizens 
of their States remonstrating against 
the extension of a sovereignty over the 
Philippine Islands, and against the ac- 
quisition of foreign territory without 
the consent of the people of such terri- 
tory. The resolutions were referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

Mr. Pettigrew introduced a bill au- 
thorizing M. A. Bartlett to raise the 
battleship Maine and transport it to 
the United States. 

Mr. Hoar introduced a resolution for 
a committee to prepare and carry out 
plans for the celebration of the centen- 
nial of the city of Washington as capi- 
tal of the United States. He also intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

“That the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs be instructed to inquire and re- 
port, as soon as may be, whether some 


policy may not be established by law 


by which soldiers in the regular army 
who have families or parents depending 
om them for support, or whose educa- 
tion or opportunities for business will 
be seriously interferred with by longer 
continuance in the military service, and 
who enlisted for the war, or under as- 
suramces that they would be held only 
while the war lasted, may be promptly 
discharged and their places, so far as 
necessary, be filled with new recruits.” 

Mr. Vest of Missouri then called up 
his resolution, offered last week, declar- 
ing the Constitution confers no power 
on the Federal governmemt to acquire 
territory to be held and governed per- 
manently as colonies, and addressed 
the Senate thereon. He did not pro- 
pose, he said, to do anythimg that 
would necessitate a secret session, as 
he had no intention to discuss any 
treaty now pending or which was to be 
proposed hereafter to be offered. It 
seemed to him peculiarly appropriate 
to discuss the powers of the United 
States government under our Constitu- 
tion. 

‘When the principal law officer of the 
government,” said he, “says that the 
Constitution is too small for the pres- 
ent conditions of our government, it 
seems to me time to inquire what that 
Constitution is.”’ 

Mr. Vest said: “Our forefathers had 
fought for four years against taxa- 
tion without representation.” 

The Declaration of Independence had 
been drawn up with the idea that all 
governments derived their just powers 
from the consent of the governed. It 
was incredible that the founders of the 
government could have looked forward 
to the time when millions of human 
beings could be held without their con- 
semt, merely as chattels to be disposed 
of as the sovereign powers of the 
mother country might choose. He then

the United States Supreme Court in 
support of this proposition and de- 
clared: “I assert now that not one tri- 
bumal or a single public man has con- 
tradicted that part of the Dred Scott 
decision until within the last six months 
when the craze of expansion seems to 
have taken possession of the American 
people.’ 

Mr. Vest thought it was the purpose 
of the expansionists to adopt the Eu- 
ropean policy of colonization, notwith- 
standing that the principle of this gov- 
ernment was the granting of citizen- 
ship to all within the jurisdiction of 
the government except alone the In- 
dians. In the act of cession of the 
Territory of Louisiana from France to 
the United States is found a provision 
that the inhabitants, as soon as pos- 
sible, shall be made citizens of - the 
United States and the Territory of 
Louisiana be made a State of the 
Union. So it was, declared Mr. Vest, 
when Oregon was obtained from Spain 
and Alaska from Russia. 

“When, where, how,” he asked, “have 
we surrendered the great idea that this 
is a confederation of States? I cannot 
conceive it to be possible to point out. 
any other form of government under 
the Constitution.” 


CONSTITUTION AND STATES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Mr. Vest 
declared that the United States Su- 
preme Court had settled that question 
for all time. Mr. Vest maintained that 
the overwhelming argument of the ex- 
pansionists was that the Constitution 
applies alone to the States of the Union. 
In favor of what he termed “this mon- 
strous proposition,” he said the expan- 


sionists quoted Daniel 
whose opinions he, himself, “had the 
highest respect. The argument of Mr. 
Webster referred to had been made in 
a debate with John C. Calhoun, when 
slavery was a dominant issue. (Cal- 
houn had maintained that, inasmuch as 
slavery was recognized by the Federal 


Webster, for 


Constitution, its extension into the 
territories acquired by the union of 
States, was constitutional. Then it 


was that Mr. Webster had declared 
that the Constitution applies to the 
States alone. 

“To say,’’ declared Mr. Vest, 
citizens of a Territory are excluded 
from the privileges guaranteed by the 
bill of fights and are merely the sub- 
jects of the arbitrary will of Congress, 
is a monstrous proposition; but fortu- 
nately, the Supreme Court had deter- 
mined that question in many cases. 

“IT do not deny,’ continued Mr. Vest, 
“the power of the Federal government 
to acquire territory, but I do deny its 
power to acquire territory peopled with 
millions without their consent, and with 
no intention of conferring upon them 
citizenship. I may be answered that 
that point is not good, it may be evaded 
by the taking in of vast tracts of lands 
peopled with barbarians, to he held 
merely for commercial advantages. 
When the Congress of the United States 
shall become so degraded as this, it is 
only a question of time until the end 
shall come. 

“We are a great people,” concluded 
Mr. Vest. ‘‘We are told that this coun- 
try can do anything, Constitution or 
no Constitution. We are a great peo. 
ple, it is true, but we cannot do more 
than another great people did—a peo- 
ple that conquered the world, not with 
steel ships and modern cannon, but 
with bare swords and primitive galleys. 
The colonial system destroyed all hope 
of republicanism in the old time. It 
is an appendage of monarchy. It can 
exist in no free country, because it up- 
roots and eliminates the basis of all 
republican institutions—that govern- 
ments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed. I know 
not what may be done with the 
glamour of foreign conquest and greed 
of the money-making classes of this 
country. For myself, I would rather 
quit public life this minute—nay, I 
would be willing to yield life itseif— 
rather than give my consent to this 
fantastic and wicked attempt to revo- 
lutionize our government and to sub- 
stitute the principles of our hereditary 
enemy for the teachings of Washing- 
ton and his associates.”’ | 

Mr. Platt of Connecticut, in express- 
ing the hope that Mr. Vest would not 
ask for immediate action upon his res- 
olution, said he desired to offer some 
remarks upon it, but was not prepared 
today to do so. He did not, he said, 
acquiesce in the law as stated by the 
Missouri Senator. He believed that the 
power to acquire territory was inher- 
ent in the nation, and was not sub- 
ject to limitation. In the remarks he 
proposed to submit he would endeavor 
to establish this belief. He gthought 
it perfectly evident that if the United 
States, in fighting a war, came into 
possession of territory, the progress of 
its army and navy could not be stopped 
until the constituted authorities should 
declare whether it was the purpose of. 
the government to hold the acquired 
territory with the ultimate intention 
of conferring statehood upon its inhab- 
itants. 

In response to an inquiry by Mr. 
Hoar, Mr. Platt declared that’ the 
power of the government to acquire 
territory was full and plenary. To 
this proposition, unless it were accom- 
panied by declarafions as to the pur- 
pose of the government with the ter- 
ritory acquired, which purpose should 
be within the power of the Constitu- 
tion to confer, Mr. Hoar said he de- 
sired to enter his emphatic dissent. 

Mr. Morgan called up the Nicaraguan 
Canal Bill, which was read in extenso, 
and Mr. Turpie thereupon suggested to 
Mr. Morgan the advisability of post- 
poning the consideration of the bill 
until after January 1. He called at- 
tention to the fact that the President 
in his message suggested that matters 
should remain in statu quo until the 
report of the Canal Commission was 
made. It was an open secret, hé said, 
that the commission would report by 
the first of the new year. The report 
would deal with questions timely and 
vitally important in connection with 
the bill. Kt would report officially 
upon the feasibility of the enterprise, 
the practicability of routes, and the es- 
timated expenditures. The work of the 
commission had cost a quarter of a 
million. Why not wait? Why go it 
“blind ?”’ 

Mr. Morgan said that the country had 
reached a conclusion upon this ques- 
tion and would not be satisfied, he 
thought, to see this session pass with- 
out the enactment of legislation which 
would secure the building of the canal. 

Mr. Hoar suggested that the clause 
relating to the neutrality of the canal 
should be amended so as to read: “Ex- 
cept as to nation at war with the 
United States.” 

Mr. Morgan said he would accept the 
amendment. No Senator should vote 
against the bill on this account. He 
said the, President, to whom Congress 
had wisely and confidingly entrusted a 
fund of $50,000,000 to be used “at his 
discretion,” could certainly be trusted 
to hear and determine the objections 
of Nicaragua or Costa Rica or the 
stockholders of the Maritime Canal 
Company. Mr. Morgan said his plea 
was for action. This bill did not seek 
to build the canal.. It simply placed 
in the hands of the Presi- 

ent. 

In reply to a question, Mr. 
said that he did not believe enone 
be competent for the United States, in- 
dependent of any corporation, to pro- 
ceed to the construction of the canal 
under the treaty of 1867. At the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Morgan‘s speech the ‘Sen- 
ate, at 5:10 p.m., adjourned. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—HOUSE.— 
Frank A. MacLain, who was elected 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of the late Representative Love of Mis- 
sissippi, took the oath.

and gave notice that he would call it 
up tomorrow. 

The House then, under the rules, 
proceeded with District of Columbia 
business. 


PROTECTION OF SEAMEN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. if.—After dis- 
posing of several district bills, Mr. 
Payne (Rep.) of New York called up a 
bill to amend the laws relating to the 
protection of American seamen. He 
explained that it would do away with 
some of the evils of the allotment sys- 
tem, under which seamen have heen 
defrauded out of their earnings, and 
the pumishment of sailors by imprison- 
ment is greatly lessened. Masters are 
required to ship with a full complement 
of men; the food which the-men are to 
receive is stated, and punishment by 
flogging is abolished. There was some 
discussion of the bill, and amendments 
were offered by Mr. Handy (Dem.) of 
Delaware. 

At 4:50 p.m. it was suggested that no 
quorum was present, and the House 
adjourned. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


Gen. Miles Makes Argument in Be. 
half of It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Maj.-Gen. 
Miles appeared today before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs for a 
hearing relative to the proposed reor- 
ganization and increase of the army. 
Three bills for this purpose are pend- 
ing, one drawn by Gen. Miles and in- 
troduced in the Senate, and the Hawley 
Bill and another introduced in the 
House by Chairman Hull of the Mili- 
tary Committee. 
At the outset, Gen. Miles addressed

himself to the general need of increas- 
ing the army without reference to 
either bill. He said he had always 
favored the establishment of a fixed 
standard for the army. The experience 
of the last year, he said, had demon- 
strated that the present military ¢s- 


tablishment was inadequate to main- 


tain our position as a first-class power. 
It was necessary to consider both our 
military requirements at home and 
those in the new colonial dependencies: 
abroad, and also the rapidly-increasing 
demands made by our seacoast fortifi- 
cations, the latter as far as complex 
required some 185 batteries of artillery, 
and when the enitre increase in coast 
defenses was completed 365 batteries 
would be required. 

The war with Spain had shown pretty 
clearly how many men would be re- 
quired, Gen. Miles said. The war had 
required 52,000 men for actual field 
operations at various points. Of these 
22,000 men went to Manila, 20,000 to 
Cuba and 10,000 to Porto Rico. These 
were men actually in the presence of 
the hostile enemy. Since then there 
had been reinforcements for garrison 
and other purposes. At the same time 
the general pointed out the necessities 
at hene must me not overloked. 

The entire frontier had been stripped 
of troops during the late war, and com- 
plaints were coming in that the lives, 
families and property of those along 
the frontier were jeopardized by this 
condition. In particular, there were 
fears of an outbreak in the Sioux 
country becaase of the absence of 
troops. It was not desirable, there- 
fore, to withdraw our forces from the 
frontier so as to leave them defenseless 
ese consider- 
ations, said Gen. Miles, had led him to 
recommend a standard of one soldier 
for 1000 population at home with the 
native troops on a basis of two native 
soldiers for every 100 population. 


MILES AND SCHOFIELD. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—‘If we are 
to he 9 first-class power in the world,” 
proceeded Gen, Miles, ‘‘we must have 
a military system adequate to meet 
our responsibilities the world over. I 
believe in making that system so small 
that it will not: be a menace to the 
American people, and at the same time 
large enough to make it adequate for 
any emergency.” 

He believed that one soldier to every 
thousand population would an 
army entirely adequate for every need. 
It would give an army of 62,000, accord- 
ing to the last census, and about 75,- 
000 on the estimated population of to- 
day. In addition to this force, the use 
of native troops would make an effec- 
tive body in the several colonies. 

“And if we keep the Philippines, and 
I have no more idea that we will give 
up Manila, than we will give up Bunker 
Hill or any other place immortalized in 
our history, then this native force will 
largely augment our own troops there. 
and I understand the natives are ready 
to enter upon this service.” 

Gen. Miles then explained in detail 
the bill drawn by him. The hearing 
took quite a spirited turn when several 
of the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee began cross-questioning Gen. 
Miles. In response to questions, Gen. 
Miles said that about forty thousand 
men were needed abroad, and thirty- 
five thousand at home. 

At the afternoon session, Gen. Scho- 
field, who preceded Gen. Miles in com- 
mand of the army, devoted his chief at- 
tention to the friction inevitably aris- 
ing between the Secretary of War and 
the commanding seneral under the 
present system. This had occurred un- 
der the command of Gen. Scott, who 
removed his headquarters to New York 
to avoid differences arising with the 
iWar Department... It occurred also 
during the command of Gen. Sherman, 
who went to St. Louis to. avoid fric- 
tion. The trouble arose out of the sys- 
tem, which gave the head of the army 
the name of commanding general when, 
in fact, he had little or no authority 
or even influence as commanding gen- 
eral. Whether he does anything, de- 
pends largely on his personal relations 
with the Secretary of War. If these 
relations are not close, then the Secre- 
tary of War gets to ignoring the so- 
called comamnding general. In that 
event the adjutant-general became a 
more important official than the com- 
manding general. 

Gen. Schofield trged that one of the 
most essential features of army reor- 
ganization was to give the President 
absolute power to select his own com- 
manding officer. Instead of creating 
the permanent gerade of lieutenant-gen- 
eral, he favored giving the President 
authority to select at any time a lieu- 
tenant-general, the officer occupying 
that position retiring to his former 
grade. The title also should be that 
of general-in-chief instead of com- 
manding general, as that would better 
express the idea that the head of the 
army was the executive officer for the 
President and Secretary of War. 

Gen, Schofield also urged that the 
heads of all staff bureaus should be 
subordinated to the general in charee. 
Considering the size of the army under 
present circumstances, Gen. Schofield 
said he estimated a need of about 30,000 
for the Philippines, 15,000 to 20.000 for 
Cuba, 5000 for Porto Rico, 15,000 for 
manning end caring for fortifications, 
10,000 for the Indian country ,and 15,000 
as a reserve. He did not believe in 
underestimating the seriousness of our 
task in the Philipnvines. 

After Gen. Schofield had concluded, 
Gen. Miles said he did not approve the 
suggestion that the head of the army 
be an executive staff officer to the 
President. During most of the time 
of the last 100 years, the army had been 
under the command of a general or a 
lieutenant-general. and that was the 
practice the world over. 

Gen. Miles said he did not speak from

MR. M’CLELLAN’S BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Represent- 
ative McClellan of New York today in- 
troduced in the House a bill for the re- 
organization of the army. It was 
drawn after consultation with many 
army officers, and it is supposed to rep- 
resent the ideas of the younger element 
of the army. 

It makes soxsne very radical changes 
in the staff and has some novel fea- 
tures. It consolidates the adjutant- 
general’s department and the inspec- 
tor-general’s department in the gen- 
eral staff, absorbs the Ordnance De- 
partment into the Artillery Corps and 
abolishes the Signal Corps, transferring 
the duties of that corps to the Engineer 
Corps and the officers to the infantry. 

It adopts the cavalry strength of the 
Miles Bill, the altillery strength of the 
Hull Bill, and the infantry strength of 
the Miles Bill. One of the new features 
is a requirement that all officers of the 
general staff shall perform a tour. of 
duty before each promotion, which 
would give them line duty at least every 
ten years. This is the German method. 


NEED HIS LEG. 


Sudden Death of a Crippled Santa 
Fe Brakeman. 


G. W. Hamilton, a crippled Santa Fé 
brakeman, came to this city from AlI- 
buquerque, last Saturday, for an arti- 
ficial leg, which he will have no use 
for, unless it be to be buried with. 

Hamilton had his left leg cut off 
near the thigh while coupling cars last 
March. He was taken to the Atlantic 
and Pacific Hospital at Albuquerque, 
where he remained until December 1. 
On the advice of friends he came to 
Los Angeles instead of going to Kansas 
City to get an artificial leg, as the 
limbs manufactured here are said to 
be of superior make. 

On arriving here last Saturday Ham- 
ilton went directly to the artificial limb 
factory of George R. E. Milligan, at 
No. 442 South Spring street, where he 
placed his order for a leg. Mr. Milli- 
gan secured a room for him in a lodg- 
ing-house over the factory, where he 
was to remain until the leg was done, 
About 7 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
woman in charge of the lodgings heard 
a noise as if a heavy object had fallen 
against the door on the inside of Ham- 
ilton’s room, She paid no attention to 
it at first, but as the noon hour passed 
and her lodger had not yet left the 
room, she became alarmed and notified 
Mr. Milligan, who forced his way into 
the room by a «‘*- door. Hamilton was 
found dead on the floor, near the door 
leading to the hallway. He was in his 
night clothes and had evidently risen 
to dress for the day, when he dropped 
dead against the door. That was the 
cause of the noise the landlady heard. 

Coroner Campbell had the body re- 
moved to Orr & Hines’s morgue where 
an inquest will be held. Heart dis- 
ease is supposed to have caused Ham- 
ilton’s death. Among the dead man’s 
papers was a letter from his brother, 
James G. Hamilton of Rawlins, Wyo.,

SCHOOL BOARD MAKES AMEND- 
MENTS TO ITS RULES.

‘Los Angeles City Residents Will Be 
Given Preference for Places 
as Instructors. 


CHRISTMAS VACATION FIXED. 


THREE BUILDINGS TO BE RE- 
PAIRED DURING THE HOLIDAYS. 


Superintendent Foshay Makes His 
Annual Report and Suggests 
Many New Features for City 
Educational System, 


At the régular meeting of the Board 
of Education last evening amendments 
to the rules were made, several teach- 
ers were advanced and members-eiect 
to the board received a lesson in the 
Ways of the body of which they are 
soon to become a part. 

Important among the changes in the 
rules of the board is an addition which 
telates to the employing of new teach- 
ers. In the future, residents of Los 
Angeles will be given preference over 
non-rsidents. Following is the addi- 
tion in full, which hereafter will be- 
come @ part of section 43 of the rules: 

“In. choosing teachers, all other 
things being equal, the choice should 
be with the applicant: First, having 
experience over one unexperienced; 
second, having a more liberal educa- 
tion over one having gorte through only 
the required studies; third, having. mote 
culture, pleasanter manners and a 
pleasanter voice over one lacking in 
any of these essentials; fourth, having 
to support others over one having only 
to support herself; fifth, having to sup- 
port herself over one having means, or 
supported by her husband or family; 
sixth, being a resident of Los Angeles 
city and_a graduate of a California nor- 
sho over non-residents.” 
uggestion of Superintendent 


to extend from December 23 
until January 2 inciusive. During that 
time workmen will be engaged to tint 
the walis of the Amelia and Seventh- 
Street buildings and. two rooms in the 
High School building. 

A little discussion was caused by a 
suggestion that the pupils of tne kin- 
dewgartens and lower grades be al- 
lowed to hold Christmas exercises on 
the final day of school, prior to the 
holiday vacation. It was feared by 
some that this would entail an infringe- 
ment of the rules prohibiting the ex- 
changing of presents between teachers 
and pupils,.and Directors Simonton and 
Eraly came to the rescue of the little 
ones and secured the passage of a mo- 
tion allowing the pupils in the kinder- 
gartens and primary and grammar 
grades to hold Christmas exercises, 
have trees and exchange presents of 
candy, cakes and sweet meats in the 
school rooms. 

On the recommendation of the 
Teachers’ Committee, Miss Zulema Par- 
cell was made kindergarten direetor of 
the Chestnut-street school, in the place 
of Nettie Kennedy, whose resignation 
was accepted. Louise K. Johnston was 
made kindergarten assistant in the aft- 
ernoon session at the Sixth-street 
school. The following-named teachers 
were changed from the substitute list 
to the regular list of instructors: 

Christine Benson, M. Louise Huber, 
Myra King, Belle Cooper, Jennie L. 
Heap, Bessie Miller, Lelia Pfeninger, 
Ada H. Cable, W. Elmo Reavis, Annice 
Cook, Cora Lamb, Victoria Bateman, 
Ethel H. Geddes and S. E. Coleman. 

Relative to bids for cement work to 
be done at several of the school prem- 
ises, the Buliding Committee was in- 
structed to award the contract to the 
lowest bidder when the bids are opened 
today. 

Bills were ordered paid to the amount 
of $546.05 from the county fund and 
$724.14 from the city fund.. Supple- 
mental to a report of these bills being 
outstanding, vas the report of the 
Finance ‘Committee that the city com- 
mon school fund contained $36,297.34 
and that the county and State funds 
had been overdrawn $1252.49 and $13,- 
810.79. respectively. In consequence 
$30,560 was transferred to the county 
fund. 

Amendments to the laws changing the 
hour of meeting from § o'clock to 7:30 
p.n., and providing that a minority of 
the board could adjourn from time to 
time on the same date in order that the 
tardiness of a majority should not 
cause a permanent adjournment, was 
also adonted. 

Superintendent Foshay read a statis- 
tical report to the directors in which he 
said that during the month ending De- 
cember 9, 17,460 pupils were enrolled 
in the schools. of which number 8990 
were girls. The average enrollment 
wae 16,482, and the average attendance 
15,740. 

On the desk of each member of the 
board there was a printed cony, in pam- 
phiet form. of the annual report of the 
Board of Education, and Superintend- 
ent of City Schools. It also contains 
the rules and regulations of the city 
schools. 

Superintendent Foshay recommends 
the maintenance of a special school 
for the habitual truants and insubordi- 
nate pupils, who are without paregtal 
care and a constant menace to the mor- 
als of other childern in the _ public 
schools. He suggests the necessity of 
an election to vote bonds for $350,- 
000 for new school buildings, and says 
that instead of allowing each ward to 
have its equal share of the improve- 
ments, the money should be applied 
where the want is the greatest, re- 
gardiess of the ward. He recommends 
an increase of the Teachers’ Institute 
fund: discusses the teachine of patri- 
otism. recommending the celebration in 
the schools of certain anniversaries 
during the coming school year, and 
treats extensively the question of the 
coiperation of parents. 

In closing his report, Superintendent 
Foshay submits the reports of the 
heads of the High School and other 
departments of the city educational 
system, relative to their own depart- 
ments. 

In addition to all the members of the 
old board. all the members-elect except 
William Wincup attended the meeting 
last evening.

The question is. often broached, 
“What will be the result if the Senate 
should fail to ratify the treaty of 
peace just concluded at Paris?” In 
the opinion of many persons such ac- 
tion, or failure to act, on the part of 
the Senate, would restore a condition 
of war as between the United States 
and Spain. This idea is manifestly 
incorrect. The failure to ratify the 
treaty would doubtless leave in force 
the protocol recently agreed upon be- 
tween the two governments, pending 
the conclusion of a formal treaty of 
peace. Negotiations looking to per- 
manent peace would then necessarily 
be resumed, the terms of tke protocol 
guaranteeing the continuance of the 
statu quo. 

There is little real probability that 
the Senate will reject the treaty, 
though a few alarmists, like Senator 
Hoar, will no doubt try to prevent 
favorable action. It is within the 
power of the Senate, though such ae- 
tion is not probable, to amend the 
treaty and to send it back to the 
President for modification. Should 
the Senate accept the amendments, It 
would be necessary again to open 
negotiations with Spain for the for- 
mulation of a treaty, and the tedious 
ground recently traversed at Paris 
would have to be gone all over again. 
The American people would view such . 
a result with both alarm and disgust. 


AS TO EXPOSITIONS. 

The enterprise displayed by Los 
Angeles county in making, all by it- 
self, a first-class display the 
Transmississippi Exposition in Omaha, 
after the State as a whole had de- 
clined to participate, appears to have 
instilled a large amount of respect 
for this county in the minds of our 
northern brethren, and they are pre- 
pared to believe almost anything in 
regard to what we may undertake in 
the near future. For instance, the 
San Francisco News Letter of De- 
cember 3, contained the following, as 
to the plans of Southern California ut 
the Paris exposition: 

“Our neighbors of the southern part 
of the State want to be represented 
ut the Paris exposition, but they want 
to have their show all by itself. A 
conference’ of the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives from the seven southern 
counties of the State, agreed the 
other day to formulate plans of ac- 
tion to control the next legislative 
session in the interests of that part 
of the State. Among other things, it 
adopted a resolution in favor of a 
State appropriation for a display ut 
the Paris exposition, ‘provided ground 
space can be obtained for a distinct- 
ive Southern California exhibit.’ That 
seems to us to be like isolation gone 
mad. If a separate space be allotted 
to Southern California, why may not 
every county inthe State, or several 
combinations of counties, demand the 
same thing? Is it as certain as it 
might be that divided representations 
will do the State as much good as one 
harmonious whole? The French offi- 
cials will know and recognize the 
United States, and will, within cer- 
tuin rules, vield to it in the classifj- 
cation of its States, but it will not and 
cannot yield to the making of two 
displays of goods belonging to the 
same class and from the same State.

DEATH OF GEN. GARCIA. 

In the death of Gen. Calixto Garcia, 
the island of Cuba has lost one of Its 
strongest and most patriotic friends. 
ten. Garcia died, as he had lived dur- 
ing the greater part of a memorable 
lifo, with thoughts of his beloved isl- 
and home uppermost in his mind. 

Gen. Garcia’s death at this time is 
particularly sad. Having lived and 
struggled through all the stormy 
scenes which preceded the emancipa- 
tion of his country from the despotic 
rule of Spain, he ought, it would 
seem, to have been spared to witness 
and participate in the enjoyment of 
the fruits of political independence. 
But fate decreed otherwise. He was 
stricken down in the hour of his 
country’s triumph, a martyr’ to the 
hc!y cause of liberty, which he so long 
and so ardently espoused. 

The memory of Calixto Garcla 
should forever be kept green in the 
“Pearl of the Antilles,” by those for 
whom he fought, suffered and sacri- 
ficed, through sO many years of well- 
nigh hopeless hardship. He was a 
true and noble patriot, whose life has 
been sacrificed upon the altar of his 
country. Let us hope that the new 
republic of Cuba will not be ungrate- 
ful for the services which he rendered. 


Miss Reel, in her annual report as 
Superintendent of Indian Schools, says 
“the government has not as_ yet 
adopted compulsory measures for-the 
education of the Indian children,” 
and then in the next sentence re- 
marks that ‘some reservations with- 
hold the rations until the parents 
place their children in the schools.” 
The consistency of these statements 
is not easy to understand. If starva- 
tion thus enforced is not compulsion, 
it would be interesting to know how 
it could be effected. As a matter of 
fact, whether justified by law or not, 
force has been frequently used _ to 
bring pupils to the Indian schools. 
Miss Reel’s plea for -industriai educa-. 
tion .for the Indians will meet with 
approval from these who have their 
best interests at heart. 


The United States geological sur- 
veys have completed about thirty 
thousand miles in Alaska during the 
past year. There is no portion of the 
United States which needs it as badly 
for the coast teems with sunken 
rocks that are a constant menace to 
navigation, and the most of them are 
not laid down upon any chart. Sev- 
eral large steamers in the past few 
years have been wrecked upon rocks, 
the presence of which was unknown, 
notably the Ancon, Mexico and Co- 
rona, the latter being gotten off with 
comparatively little injury. The 
United States ships Suwanee and 
Saranac were wrecked lower down the 
coast about twenty years ago. 


Copper seems to be a good thing to 
have, at least good copper properties 
are’ in constant demand by mining 
capitalists. The cheapness’ with 
which electric railways in the North- 
ern States can be operated where 
water power is used has more than 
quadrupled the manufacture of copper 
wire for trolley purposes. J. B.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. Widely 
heralded by criticisms favorable even 
to the point of enthusiasm, and with a 
record of unvarying success, William, 
Gillette’s great war play, “Secret Ser- 
vice,’ has come at last to Los Angeles. 
Its opening presentation last night at 
the Los Angeles Theater added. one 
more to the long list of Mr. Gillette's 
triumphs. 

“Secret Service’ is: a magnificent 
play; unquestionably the best that has 
yet been given to the world by William 
Gillette. It is a war drama which deals 
with the heart of the great struggle, 
rather than with its outward seeming; 
the distant roar of cannon is the only 
Suggestion of actual conflict on the 
field. The whole scheme of the play is 
so daring in its originality and so 
boldly worked out that it stands prac- 
tically alone among the dramas 
founded on the civil war. As its name 
implies, the story deals with the perils 
and perplexities which surround a man 
engaged in that most difficult and dan- 
gerous branch of the military service, 


of the enemy’s plans. The hero of ‘Se- 
cret Service” is a spy. Incidentaily, he 
is an officer and a gentleman, without 
a drop of treachery in his heart. The 
scene is laid in Richmond, where the 
chivalrous enthusiasm, flerceness and 
generosity of the heroes of the Lost 
Cause contrast at every turn with the 
granite resolution of the man from the 
North. In the close-woven, logical de- 
velopment of the plot there is not one 
jarring note, not a line of rant, not the 
smallest suspicion of an appeal to pop- 
ular sentiment by the use of cheap he- 
roics. Justice is done alike to the 
North and the South, no shadow is 
cast upon the dignity: or gallantry of 
either side, and yet, in a cast of twen- 
ty-nine, there is but one man from the 
North, and he a spy. The play is es- 
sentially one of action; swift, strong, 
dramatic action that rises to tremen- 
dous climaxes. The strength is held so 
well in hand throughout that it gives 
the impression of unlimited reserve 
force, and there is never a break in the 
absolute artistic unity of the perform- 
ance. Each-:one of the principal ghar- 
acters is as carefully wrought out both 
by author and player as though the en- 
tire piece depended upon it; the minor 
parts are all conscientiously played, 
and as for the staging—it is Frohman’s. 
Probably no one else will ever play 
Capt. Thorne as William Gillette does. 
As he created the character in every 
sense of the word, he has his own in- 
spiration to follow, instead of attempt- 
ing to interpret another man’s idea. 
The suggestion of latent strength is 
always evident under the surface non- 
chalance, and his mastery of the nega- 
tive qualities is such that every slight- 
est movement, every fleeting change of 
expression, carries more significance 
than the wildest demonstration of 
emotion. He is always on his guard, 
ike a man who lives in the shadow of 
the sword of Damocles. Only twice. 
does he spring into tense, resistless 
action; at the climax of the second act, 
and in the telegraphing scene of the 
third. In both cases his nonchalance 
returns with the mastery of the situa- 
tion, and he is again the careless, im- 
passive soldier. In the whole play he 
makes but one appeal for consideration 
and justice, and that is a masterpiece. 
For the rest, the development of the 
character is allowed to tell its own 
story. | 

Miss Sara Perry plays the part of 
Edith Varney, the Southern girl whose 
heart is torn between loyalty to her 
cause and devotion to her lover. Her 
work is exceptionally artistic and is 
full of feeling, and she shows a thor- 
ough understanding of the possibilities 
of the character. The only blemish is 
a slightly-exaggerated drawl, which 
drags rather heavily in the soft South- 
ern speech which should be so smooth 
and flowing. 

Dear little Hope Ross is like a bit of 
spring sunshine in the part of that 
small but wilful coquette, Caroline 
Mitford. Caroline isn’t much bigger 
than a minute, but she very nearly 
runs the whole show. It is a part that 
seems especially built for Miss Ross 
and her work in it is delicious in its 
piquant maiveté. She looks as though 
she had stepped out of an old picture, 
but her quaint prettiness does not pre- 
vent ther from being the busiest scrap 
of humanity that ever tried to upset 
a War Department. | 

Miss Ida Waterman, is the _ ideal 
southern lady in the part of Mrs. Var- 
ney,—a gracious, dignified gemtlewoman 
of the old schook In her train natur- 
ally follows the typical negro mammy, 
a part very cleverly done by Miss Alice 
Leigh. Campbell Gollan plays the part 
of an emissary of the Confederate Se- 
cret Service, whose business it is to 
track dawn his northern foe, amd he 
depicts a very well-known type of 
southern man,—the kind that wears his 
“chivalry” strictly on the outside. 
Walter Thomas was particularly good 
as Wilfred Varney, the plucky, ‘im- 
petuous boy with the instincts of a 
chibd and the heart of a hero. One cf 
the fimest bits of acting in the play was 
done by H. D. James in the part of 
Jonas, the old negro. He had only two 
scenes, practically pantomine, but both 
were exceptionally well dome. 

The cast is so long that it is im- 
possible to say more than that each 
character, however unimportant, was 
carefully amd well portrayed, leaving 
me weak places in the ensemble of the 
play.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


VEGETABLES SOAKED IN SEWAGE 
WATER BEFORE SELLING. 


— 


Petition for the Pure Food Law In- 
dors *d—Investigation of the Ef- 
fect of Milk on Typhoid Fever 
Cases — Complaint Against the 
Giaryage Wagons Now in Use. 


At the i: seeting of the Board of Health 
last ever.ing the declaration was made 
that it is the practice of some of ‘the 
Chinese vegetable peddlers to soak 
their product in sewage water over 
night before starting out in the morrt- 
ing. This statement was made by Milk 
Inspector G. W. Hooser, who added 
that he had seen the vegetables being 
so prepared for market, and declared 
that at any of the vegetable farms 
where sewage is used for irrigation pur- 
poses, vets could be seen filled with the 
sewage, ind that any ‘morning the Chi- 
namen could be seen taking the vege- 
tables from them. 

Health ifficer Powers said that he 
kad hearj rumors to this effect, but 


proof of it, and he wished that Mr. 
Hooser had called his attention to it 
before. He would now make a more 
thorough. investigation. 

The matter of regulating the hours 
for the sale of vegetables from house 
to house was. brought up by Dr. 
Cowles. The opinion was expressed by 
Dr. Powers that the city should place 
greater restrictions on the peddlers of 
vegetables, 

A petition was received from the 
members of the Free Kindergarten As- 
sociation, calling attention to the neg- 
lect of the garbage contractors in us- 
ing wagons which permitted the garb- 
age to leak out and strew the streets 
of the city with filth, to the danger of 
public health. 

Dr. Powers was given as much au- 
thority as the board possesses to abate 
the nuisance. He stated, however, that 
the contract will expire in the course 
of a few weeks, and that the new Coun- 
cil will in all probability make some 
desirable changes in the wording cof the 
contracts under which the garbage is 
removed from the city. At the present 
time, only portion of the garbage is 
cremated, the contractors permitting 
others to go before them and. gather 
up whatever is suitable for feeding 
hogs and chickens. 

A communication was received from 
Albert J. Wedderburn of Washington, 
D. C., secretary of the National Pure 
Food and Drug Congress, asking that 
a petition which was inclosed be signed 
and that the Board of Health use its 
influence to secure the passage of the 
pure-food and drug law which will be 
before the coming Congress. The board 
indorsed the project and recommended 
that the netition be circulated by Dr. 
Powers. 

For some months the board has been 
endeavoring to find the cause of a 
number of cases of typhoid fever, work- 
ing on the theory that they might be 
due to milk sold. While positive proof 
of this has not been obtained, it is 
known that eight or ten case are 
among the consumers of milk from one 
farm. and there are indications that 
this milk is the cause of much of the 
sickness, which has been common of, 
late. 

The Milk Inspector reported that the 
dairies are in a much cleaner condi- 
tion than they were some months ago. 
The number of cases of typhoid fever 
has been reduced more than 50 per cent, 
in the past month. 

Meat Inspector Fred F. Hughes re- 
ported that he has in the past month 
condemned three calves and six chick- 
ens in the local markets. 


After Many Years. 

Chin Doo, the murderous son of the 
Flowery Kingdom, who, on Friday 
night last, smashed a brother Celestial 
over the head with a revolver because 
the latter declined to give him money, 
and was arrested on Saturday night by 
Deputy Constables Mugnemi-= and 
Quinn, will have his preliminary exam- 
ination today before Justice Morrison 
on a charge of assault to murder. Un- 
less the wily heathen can establish a 
pretty strong alibi he will in all proba- 
bility be called upon to stand trial for

EARN THEIR SALARIES. 


Ali-day Session at Which Much of 
Importance Was Accomplished. 
Kolster Will not Contest, 


A DISBARMENT FIZZLE. 


ATTORNEYS BELL AND DUNNIGAN 
READY FOR LEGAL FIGHT. 


Senora Franciscan Romero de Ybarra 
de Sepulveda Wakes Answer ina 
Divorce Proceeding—Charices 
‘Cole Acquitted. 


The longest scssien that the City 
Council has he!d in months was that 
of yesterday. From 10 a.m. until 
nearly 6 p.m., with only an hour at 
noon, the Councilmen were consider- 


ing municipal questions, many of them 
of great importance to the taxpayers. 
Perhaps the most important action was 
that of finally accepting Main and 
Spring streets between Temple and 
Ninth streets as fully completed. This 


means that hereafter all improvements 


on these streets will have to be. paid 
for by the city. 

The contracts for the proposed new 
bridges have been awarded to local 
builders at a price which will save the 
city something like $2000 out of the re- 
cent bond issue for that purpose. 

An opportunity is to be given the 
brick men of the city to bid en the two 
tunnels scon to be constructed. The 
plans have been so changed as to ad- 
mit cf bids either for concrete or brick 
én the sides and portions of the arches 
of the tunnels. 

The annual reports of a number of 
the heads of city departments were 
presented yesterday and nearly all of 
them were referred “to the Finance 
Committee. 

There is every prospect of a lively 
contest over the Eleventh-street rail- 
way franchise. The Los Angeles Rail- 
wey Company is opposing the Trac- 


tion Company, and the matter has 
again been referréd to the Board of 
Public Works. for investigation. 


The official canvass of the vote cast 
at the last election by the Council yes- 
terday shows no material change in the 
results as heretofore published. The 
result will not be officially declared un- 
til certain of the election officers have 
signed up their returns. 

The State banks of the city have pe- 
titioned the Council to be relieved of 
the city license. They urge as a reason 
that they are already heavily taxed by 
the government on account of the re- 
cent war. 

Bids are to be advertised for to sup- 
ply the city with seven new combina- 
tion chemical engines and hose wagons 
and two ladder trucks, as provided for 
in the recent bond issue. 

Bids were received yesterday for 
supplying the city with five new steam 
fire engines. All of the bids were very 
close together, as to price, and all were 
referred to the Fire Commissioners. 

The personal animosity that has ex- 
isted between Attorney Horace’ Bell 
and 
that has brought about many a spat 
in court, will focus in Department Two 
on disbarment proceedings. Each at- 
torney appears to think the other is 
unfitted to grace the Los Angeles bar, 
and each one is going to make an effort 
to have the other disbarred. The accu- 
sation and answer raise enough conten- 
tious matter to keep the court busy 
and furnish all the entertainment the 
sensationalist may desire. 

Yesterday an old Indian woman re- 
joicing in the high-flown name _ of 
Sefiora Francisca Romero de Ybarra de 
Sepulveda made a most unique answer 
in what purported to be a divorce suit 
brought against her, and won a judg- 
ment. 

Charles Cole, who played the premier 
role of “Queen Isebella”’ with Rice's 
company, but who fell from 
grace, was tried yesterday before Judge 
Smith on -the burglary charge. He 
was fortunate in having the jury take 
a favorable view of the situation, they 
returning a verdict of not guilty. 

The disbarment proceeding brought 
against Attorney J. W. Kemp by Mrs. 
Hattie Knight, resulted yesterday in 
Judge York deciding most pronouncedly 
in favor of the attorney. Mrs. Knight 
loaned money to her attorneys, and 
upon suing for recovery failed to col- 
lect upon the judgment she obtained. 
That was the basis for the application 
for disbarment, and the court held that 
it was wholly insufficient.

IN ONE, 


Worked from Morning Until’ Night 
on City Business—A Meeting of 
Unusual Importarce to All Tax- 
payers. 


As there was no regular meeting of 
the City Council last week owing to 
the municipal election, there was nat- 
urally an accumulation. of business 
which had to be disposed of at the 
regular meeting of that body vyester- 
day and the result was _§ that 
the meeting was ome of the busiest 
that the Council has held in menths. 
Much that is of interest and impor- 
tance to all the property-owners was 
considered and in addition to the more 
important matters there was a volume 
of detail, the disposition of which kept 
the members busy nearly all day long. 
In order to have more time in Which 


to nplete the business, the time of 
t? on recess Was shortened half an 
h and even then it was 5:30 o'clock 


}..-re the work was completed. 

hen the morning session opened it 
was before a crowded lobby. Even the 
gailery was full of people. Some of 
them had come there because they 
‘Were interested in the bids which were 
to be opened later, particularly the tun- 
nel bids. Others, and the greater num- 


ber of those present, were interested jn: 


the disposition of the application for a 


franchise for a street railway on West | 


Eleventh street. Besides these 
‘Were the usual number of petitioners 
who appeared to see what dispositicn 
would be made of ieir petitions.

The first business was 
the reading of the weekly and monthly 
reports of the city officers who have 
control of the city funds. These in- 
cluded the reports of the Auditor, 
Treasurer and Tax Collector. All of 
them wee referred to the Finance 
Committee, 


ANNUAL REPORTS FILED. 
The annwAl reports of a number of 
the heads of departments for the busi- 
ness year ending November 30 were re- 
ceived and referred to the proper com- 
mittees, most of them going to the Fi- 
nance Committee. Those of the Chief 
of Police, the Boiler Inspector and the 
City Clerk have already been pub- 
lished. The City Assessor's report only 
contained a statement of the collec- 
tions by him of personal property 
taxes, that being the only report he 
is required to make et this time. The 
amount collected on the personal prop- 
erty account was $32,255.73. This report 
Went to tho “ance Committee. 
City Assessor Seamans petitioned the 
Council fore a leave of absence of fif- 
teen days. His petition was granted. 
CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 
Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney was an ordinance for 
the opening and widening of Lake 
street from Ninth to Tenth and an or- 
dinance abandoning certain st.eets and 
adlieys in the Sheboygan tract. Both 
ordinances were adopted under a sus- 
pension of the rules without division. 
In the suit of Fred Alles to quiet title 
to realty the filing of a disclaimer by 
the city was ordered on recommenda- 
tion of the City Attorney. Similar ac- 
tion was ordered with reference to the 
two suits against the city of R. H. F. 
Variel and that of W. P. Martin. In 
all these cases a lien for municipal 
taxes for the year 1898-99 was reserved 
by the city. 
FIRE APPARTUS ORDERED. 
The report of the Board of Fise Com- 
missioners recmmending that the City 
Clerk be directed to advertise for bids 
for supplying the fire department with 
seven combination chemical engines 
and hose wagons and two ladder trucks 
Was read, and for a time there seemed 
to be a prospect of its being tied up in 
committee. The members of the Coun- 
cil did not understand the matter, and 
it was referred to the Fire and Water 
Committee, the request being made, 
however, that that committee make its 
report at the afternoon session. The 
commitee met during the noon recess 
and the matter was explained to them. 
They therefore reported favorably on 
the recommendation, and the Clerk was 
directed to advertise for the bids as 
recommended by the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. This means that the 
city is soon to be supplied with the best 
chemical engines, and combined with 
them will be the new _ style of hose 


| wagons for use in the residence sections 


of the city. The two new trucks that 
are to be purchased are of the “city 
truck” variety, particularly adapted 
for use in residence sections. The bid- 
ders are to furnish their own specifi- 
cations, 

The recommendation of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners that the street de- 
partment be directed to repair certain 
broken fire hydrants, was placed on 
file, as such work does not come within 
that department. 

The recommendation of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners with reference to 
the awarding of the contract to supply 
the city with 6000 feet of hose, in which 
the Council was asked to divide the 
contract into five equal parts of 1200 
feet each, and award them as stated 
several days ago, was adopted without 
comment, although there had been an 
intimation that some of the disap- 
pointed ‘bidders intended to contest 
the matter before the Council. 

The weekly report of the City Clerk 
With reference to the streets for the im- 
provement of which the Council had 
acquired jurisdiction to pass the final 
ordinance, which has been published 
heretofore, was adopted. 

Oil Inspector Monlux reported the 
collection of $128 as license during No- 
vember. The matter was referred to 
the Finance Committee. The Oil In- 
spector also reported the removal of 
nine derricks and two oil tanks.

WANT BRICK TUNNELS. 

The brick men.of the city presented 
a long communication to the Council 
in which they called attention to the 
fact that the plans for the Third street 
and Broadway tunnels called for the 
construction of a portion of the side 


walls and parts of the arches of each 


, these tunnels 


with concrete. This 
construction, the brick men assert, is 
an innovation in tunnel-building, and 
they consider it doubtful if the con- 
crete can stand _the same strain as an 
all-brick arch. Aside from their opin- 
ion as to the relative merit of the two 
materials, they state that under the 
present plans they are precluded from 
bidding on the work. They asked that 
the plans be so changed as to give them 
an opportunity to bid on the work. 
Attorney Charles McFarland ap- 


peared in the interest of the brick men., 


Hie stated that he doubted the advisa- 
bility of constructing any part of the 
tunnel arches with concrete, as there 


could be no doubt that the concrete 
arches would not stand the sene 
amount of crushing foree as would 


brick arches. He spoke at length on 
the subject, and suggested that the 
matter be referred in such a manner 


‘as to enable him to bring before the 


committee to whom it was referred a 
number of experts who would testify 
as to the relative value of the two 
materials. He stated that if the con- 
crete was used, as contemplated, the 
cement would have to be hroucht from 
England, and that the $20000 which 
would be expended for that material 
would never reach the pockets of any 
of the dealers here. If, on the other 
hand, brick was used* hetween $20,000 
and $25,000 would he spent right bere 
nA home to the advantage of the entire 
city. 

Contractor Leonard, one of the lare- 
est cement contractors in this nart of 
the State denied that anv of the ce- 
ment would come from England. He 
stated that all of it would he brought 
from Colton, and that. therefore, the 
exvenditure would be of berefit to this 
pertion of the Stute. He denied also 
that concrete was not as gocd as brick 
for such work. 

TUNNEL BIDS RETURNED. 

It was not then known whether the 
tunnel bids which had been filed last 
Monday were to be opened at that 
meeting, or not, and in order to settle 
this matter first, the petition of the 
brick men was temporarily laid upon 
the table. Mr. Toll stated that in the 
matter of the bids for the construction 
of the tunnels, such a brief time had 
been allowed for bids to be received 
that the Council had beem criticised. 
“This is to be a large work,” said he, 
“one of the largest that the city has 
undertaken for some time. These bids 
have been held one week now, and I 
am informed that there is some ques- 
tion as to the proper filing of some of 
them, one or two having been filed a 
few minutes after the hour set. In 
order to have ourselves free from all 
blame, I suggest that the Council re- 
turn all the bids unopened. This will 
give an opportunity for the Clerk to 
advertise for the bids for both tunnels 
at the same time, and thereby stimu- 
late greater competition. I, therefore, 
move that all bids be returned to the 
bidders unopened, and that the Clerk 
be directed to advertise for bids for 
both. tunnels, the bids to be opened 
two weeks from today.” 

The motion prevailed, but when the 
suggestion was made that the day set 
for receiving the bids was the day after 
Christmas, and therefore a legal holi- 
day, the date was changed to Tuesday, 
December 27. 

The proposition of the brick men 
was then taken up again. Mr. McFar- 
land wanted immediate action on the 
matter, if he could get it. It was sug- 
gested that the specifications be so 
changed as to permit of bids for both 
brick and concrete arches and sides 
in the tunnels and Mr. McFarland 
stated that he would have the proper 
changes made in the specifications and 
Eo to the Council later in the 
ay. 

At the afternoon session, therefore, 
another motion was presented by Mr. 
Toll, providing that bids would be re- 
ceived according to the specifications 
as already adopted, and that bidders 
would have the option of bidding either 
for the present specifications or could 
bid upon the tunnels in a manner pro- 
viding for the use of brick in the places 
in the approaches, arches and sides of 
the tunnels in which concrete is now 
specified. The Council will consider 
both kinds of bids. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works later reported recommending 
the adoption of the plans for the Broad- 
way tunnel presented at a former 
meeting. The recommendation 
approved. This made the matter of 
the advertising for bids for both tun- 
nels possible regularly, and the adver- 
tisements will be published today. Bids 
are expected from a number of large 
eastern firms, who have sent represen- 
tatives here since the matter was first 
advertised. 

BIDS FOR FIRE ENGINES. 

Among the people in the lobby 
throwzhout the morning session were 
a number of representatives of eastern 
fire-engine companies, and the mem- 
bers of the local firms through whom 
they had entered their proposals to 
furnish the city with five new steam 
fire engines. The bids showed a marked 
similarity, but as it is known that some 
of the bidders have been doing all pos- 
sible to capture the contract even by 
talking down the machines of their 
competitors, there was no suspicion of 
a combination, the prices being about 
what such engines have been sold for 
to other cities. The bids were as fol- 
lows: American Engine Company, two 
first-class engines, $9980: two second- 
class engines, $9280; one third-class en- 
gine, $4440. Hawley, Kinz & Co., for 
the La France Engine Company, first- 
class. engines, $4940; second-class en- 
gines, $4640; third-class engines, $4410. 
W. C. Furrey, for the Amoskeag En- 
gine Company, first-class eng nes, $49'0: 
second-class, $4640; third-class, $4440. 

The bids were referred to the Fire 
and Water Committee, in connection 
With the Board of Fire Commissioners. 

Bids were also received for supplying 
meat to the City Jail for the next vear. 
They were referred to the Supply Com- 
mittee. 

FIGHT FOR A FRANCHISE. 

The effort to secure a franchise for & 
street railway line along Eleventh 
street west from Figueroa street to 
Hoover, promises to precipitate one of 
the liveliest contests that have been 
before any committee of the Counci] 
for months. The matter has already 
caused some lively sessions of the 
Board of Public Works, but now that 
the Traction Company's efforts to se- 
cure the franchise is opposed by the 
Los Angeles Railway Company, a new 
element is injected into the matter 
which, the people interested in having 
the line built assert may cause the de- 
Struction of their hopes of estreet-car 
service. The matter came up vyester- 
day when the Board of Public Works 
submit.cd the following report: 

“We recommend that the petition 
from 8. Hook, asking that the 


city acvertise for sale a street railway 


franch Leginning at the intersection 
of Eleventh and Georgia streets, and 
running thence westerly on Eleventh 
street tu Sentous street; thence north- 
erly on Sentous street to Eleventh 
street; thence westerly on Eleventh 
street to Hoover street, be granted 
and that the City Attorney be 
structed to prepare draft of franchise.”’ 

immediately after this report was 
read the Clerk read the-petition of the 
Los Angeles Railway Company by Gen- 
eral Manager F. W. Wood, asking that 
the. Council advertise for bids for a 
franchise for a line from Figueroa to 
Hoover streets on Eleventh. In regard 
to this latter petition, Judge Bicknell, 
counsel. for the company explained 
the difference between the petitions of 
the two companies. He said his com- 
pany wanted a franchise that would 
reach to Figueroa street, so that the 
the Los Angeles Railway Company 
could be a possible bidder. Unless the 
franchise was made .-so, it was pos- 
sible that his company could not bid, 
but he did not say that finally. He 


desired that the Council give them 
an opportunity to bid. The difference 
between the propositions of the two 
companies is that the Traction Com- 
pany wants it-to begin at Georgia 
street. and the Los Angeles Railway 


Company desires that the franchise 
begin at Figueroa street. 

Attorney Wilson declared that the 
Council could not grant a legal fran- 
chise as prayed for by the Los Angeles 

tailway Company. He said that the 
law provides that no two companies 
shall use the same line for more than 
five continuous blocks in a city. This 
he said would prevent the Los Angeles 
Railway Company from bidding as it 
now uses five blocks of the Traction 
line on Figueroa street and the exten- 
sion proposed would be but an addition 
of two more blocks. He asserted that 
the Traction Company could success. 
fully combat the granting of such a 
franchise anc thereby tie up the mat- 
ter in the courts so that the people 
would not get their road for years. He 
only represented the people in the mat- 
ter; he said, and the people wanted the 
road arid wanted it as soon as they 
could get it. He also expressed the sus- 
picion that if the franchise was granted 
to the Los Angeles Railway Company 
thet the new road would not be built. 

General Manager Wood of the latter 
company took issue with this latter 
statement and asserted positively that 
if his company secured the right to 
build and operaie the road, they would 
certainly build it. 

Judge Anderson, who has appeared 
at almost every meeting at which this 
matter was mantioned, in the interest 
of the property-owners who desire the 
roed, stated’ that the citizens had 
Waited long, too long, for the Council 
to act and that there should be some 
immediate action. He had nothing to 
do with the quarrels between the rival 
companies, he said, but he wanted the 
ro2d and there were the occupants of 
more than 500 houses who wanted it 
also. 

Replying to the point raised by Attor- 
mney Wilson, Judge Bicknell asserted 
that the Eleventh-street line would not 
be a continuous line with that on Figu- 
eroa street. He said he would take the 
chances cif a successful contest of the 
matter in the courts. Several others 
interested in the matter urged that 
there be no more delay on part of the 
Council. 

Mr. Grider thought there was enough 
in the matter to merit careful con- 
sideration befcre final action was taken. 
He thcaught both matters should be 
considered together and inasmuch as 
the Board of Public Works had had 
only one of the matters before it, he 
moved that their report be returned to 
them and that the petiticn of the Las 
Angeles Railway Company be also re- 
ferred to them, so that the two matters 
could be considered. at the same time 
at their next meeting. 

A COSTLY PRECEDENT. 

For more than two months two 
numeracusly-signed petitions from prop- 
erty-owners along those portions of 
Maim and Spring streets which were 
recently resurfaced have been in the 
hands of the Board of ‘Public Works. 
They asked that the Council by ordi- 
nance declare that those streets have 
been thorcughly compieted and are 
therefore ready for acceptance finally 
by the city and that such acceptance 
be made. Just why the delay occurred 
in the ccmsideration of these petitions. 
does not appear, but before election it 
was generally understood in the City 
Hall that there was too much of a 
political possibility in the petitions for 
them to be handled careléssly and they 
were therefore not handled at all. At 
the last meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works the petitions were takem up 
and the recommendation was made to 
the Council yesterday that the ordi- 
nances accompanying them be placed 
upon their passage. The reading of 
these reports (the two were not con- 
nected) caused a lively tilt im the Coun- 
cil. Mr. Toll opposed the reports and 
the recommendations and tried to con- 
vince the other members that in adopt- 
ing the ordinances they were making 
a grievous error, which could not be 
remedied later and which would effect 
the city for years to come. 

“This has beem @ sort of preélection 
matter,’’ said he. “The members did 
not seem to be willing before election 
to take the petitions up, but now that 
election is past the matter seems very 
simple to some of them. If you pass 
the ordinances suggested you are 
opening a dangerous avenue of expense 
to the city and ome which calls for 
much serious consideration. This is na 


-simple matter, but it is one of great 


seriousness, for it affects the finances 
of the city during all future time. Who 
of you can say that either Main or 
Spring street has been finally com- 
pleted amd that they are therefore 
ready far acceptance such,as you con- 
template. There is no one who can look 
into the future and say that there 
will not be. expenses which should 
properly fall upon the property-owners, 
and yet if you adopt thase ordinances 
you make the city iiable for all re- 
pairs that are to be made cm those 
streets. The result will be that either 
there will be no repairs or.that the 
city in making them will have a de- 
pleted treasury and will have to econo- 
mize on departments that should be 
liberally supported.” 
He then went on to argue that the 
property-owners who are now assert- 
ing that they have twice, resurfaced 
the streets have derived benefits from 
the greater travel that has more than 
compensated them for the outlay. That 
was no reason why the street should 
be accepted under the law, which pro- 
vides only that the Council may, after 
a street has been completed finally, 
and all work has been done upon it, ac- 
cept it by ordinance. He declared that 
the same rule that was now being ap- 
plied to these streets might be applied 
with equal justice to Main street be- 


tween Ninth and Thirty-seventh; 
First street, between Main and the 
river, and Figueroa street between 


Sixth and Pico. Giving the costs of 
these several improvements he stated 
that he cculd count more than $200,000 


‘that had been spent in street improve- 


ments by people who were as much en- 
titled to the acceptance of their streets 
as were the property-owners along 
Main and Spring streets between Tem- 
ple and Ninth. 

“This law provdes that after the ac- 
ceptance of streets of this character a 
fund shall be established to provide for 
future repairs,’’ went on Councilman 
Toll. “This means that in ten years 
the city will have to expend $200,000 or 
more in street improvements, and to 
raise that amount will have to lay 
aside $20,000 a year. Where are we to 
get this money from? We could not 


'¢ive the schools of this city $10,000 last 


vesr, although we admitted that they 
needed it badly. It has been argued 
that the whole people wear out these 
streets, and that the whole people 
should pay for their repair. That ar- 
ecument helds as good in other sections 
if it is good at all. The truth of the 
matter is that this means increased 
taxation, which will result in the ten- 
ants of this very property claimed to 
he henefited having to pay for the re- 
pairs on those streets. Their goods 
will be taxed to cover the cost. and 


ewners of the property secure the ben- 
efits doubly. I think they are more 
than repaid for the advantages of hav- 
‘ng good streets in front of their houses 
and places of business, for they cer- 
tainlv charge a good rental for the 
nrivilege of enjoying the benefits of 
thece streets. We are here not to leg- 
‘slate for the benefit of one part of 
the city as against the other. We. rep- 
resont the whole people, and we should 
not take such action unless we carry 
it throughout the city. There can. be 
no limit to it. We cannot draw the line. 
Tt gives reason for demands of a simi- 
lar nature from all parts of the city, 


‘end it is not fair to all the people.” 


Mr. Toll’s: efforts were of no avail, 
however. for the roll was called, and 
only he and Councilman Baker voted 
against the adoption of the ordinances. 

A motion was at once made by Mr. 
Toll to include in the acceptance all 


theystreets that he. had mentioned as 


being as complete as those which had 
been accepted by the Council. At first 
his motion did not receive a second, 
and there was some debute on the mat- 
ter. Councilman Baker seconded the 
motion finally, but it was lost by a 
vote of 2 to 6. 

The petition of Lucy J. Harvey for 
relief from an assessment for the s:de- 
walking of Olive street between First 
and Court streets was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

Henry Bennett presented’ a petition 
for permission to sell: wares on the 
Streets during the daytime. He had 
the written indorsement of the mem- 
bers of the County Board of Supervis- 
ors to his petition, which explained 
that he was afflicted with bronchitis 
and hoped to be able to earn his living 
on the streets and at the same time im- 
prove his health. He was informed that 
it was impossible for the Council to 
violate its own ordinances. 
BUILDING SUPERINTENDENT'S 

REPORT. 

Building Superintendent Stratton sub- 
mitted his annual report which was 
referred to the Finance Committee. It 
shows that during the year ending 
November .30 he issued 1704 building 
permits. The cash receipts of the office 
as fees for permits were $1967.80. The 
cost of the buildings as estimated at 
the time of taking out the permits was 
$2,166,582. The Building Super.ntend- 
ent reiterates the recommendations 


‘made a year ago with reference to the 


necessity for a classification of the 
business buildings as to their condi- 
tions and safety. 


NEW REPORT ORDERED. 

The protests that were filed some 
time ago against the confirmation of 
the report of the commissioners for 
the opening of Park Grove avenue be- 
tween Twenty-first and Twenty-third 
streets will result in the preparation 
of a new report by the commissioners. 
The Board of Public Works, to whom 
the matter was referred some time ago, 
reported yesterday recommending that 
the commissioners ptepare a new report 
so as to allow $100 additional to Helen 
M. Ross and Lizzie L: Ballard. The 
report was approved. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Session Ordered—Election 

Vote Canvased. 

Owing to the great volume of busi- 
ness. the Council agreed to reassemble 
at 1:30 p.m. instead of at 2 o’clock as 
usual, but it was nearly the latter hour 
before a quotum appeared. As the 
hearing of protests as special orders 
of business had been set for 3 o’clock 
the routine business was taken up at 
once. On recommendation of Health 
Officer Powers, R. E. Drummond was 
appointed a sanitary inspector of the 
city to serve without pay. It Was 
stated that he was acting in a l:Ke ca- 
pacity for the Horticultural Commis- 
sion and that he would render valuable 
service to the city. 

WATER OVERSEER ANNUAL. © 


Water Overseer Casey submitted his 
annual report which was referred to the 
Finance “Committee. Although the re-

port shows a financial deficit the rea-— 


son for that deficit is clearly shown. 
The fact that the work done in laying 
the pipe line on New Main street was 
charged to this department without 
any accounting being made for it in 
the annual financial allowances, is re- 
sponsible for the shortage in the re- 
ceipts or rather for the fact that the re- 
ceipts do not come up to the expendi- 
tures. This pipe line cost $9783.03 and 
had it not been for this, although there 
were other similar expenses, the de- 
ficit is only $6223.03. The total re- 
ceipts of the office for the year, in 
spite of the scarcity of water, were 
$27,850.08. 

The commissioners for the widening 
of New Main street reported that 
there was a balance on that account 


of $66.14. Thev desired to prorate this 


among those to whom it was due. Their 
petition was granted. 
The grading, graveling and curbing 
of Marv street rape and 
ter street was ordered. 
a motion of Mr. Ashman the City 
Engineer was directed to present an 
ordinance of intention for the curbing 
and sidewalking of Wall street between 
Boyd and Third streets. «© | 
CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer were the following 
ordinances, all of which were adopted

Ordinances of intention to grade, etc., 
Mathews street between First and 
Brooklyn; to grade, etc., New Hamp- 
shire avenue from Pico street to the 
right-of-way of the Los Angeles Pacific 
Railway; to sewer Thirty-second street 
between Main street and Grand ave- 
nue; for the repaving of San Fernando 
street from the west line of Main street

SPECIAL ORDERS OF BUSINESS. 

The hearing of the protest of .C. J. D. 
Beck, P. J. Brannen et al., against the 
confirmation of the report of the com- 
missioners for the opening of Tenth 
street between Elwood and Wilson 
streets was the first special order of 
business taken up. Several protestants 
appeared to be heard, and their reasons 
for protests were stated to be the al- 
leged inequalities in the assessments. 
After the matter had been argued for 
half an hour a motion to deny the pro- 
tests prevailed, Mr. Ashman voting in 
the negative. 

The old matter of the protest against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the opening of the 
alley from Fourth to Fifth streets be- 
tween Broadway and Hill streets was 
again set for hearing yesterday. This 
matter had been referred to a special 
commttee of the Council, and a meet- 
ing had been held, but the committee 
was not ready to report. Owing to the 
absence of the chairman of the com- 
mittee the suggestion was made that 
the matter be postponed another week. 
To this Mr. Mathuss objected, saying 
that the subject had heen before the 
Counc'!l so many 4imes that he did not 
desire to leave it as a legacy for the 
new Council. He therefore moved that 
a special session of the Council be held 
Thursday at 2 o’clock for the purpose 
of finally settling the matter. He an- 
nounced that he would oppose any fur- 
ther postponement, The motion pre- 
vailed. 

The protest of M. E. Blae and others 
was next heard. The reason for this 
protest was that the property-owners 
did not think there was any necessity 
for the proposed sewering of Thirty- 
seventh street from Figueroa street

HORACE BELL AND DUNNIGAN & 

; DUNNIGAN IN COURT. 

| 

Each Side Desires the Other’s Dis- 
barment—Troubles Arising Out 


of the Leonis Suit—Juddge Clark 
Does not Desire to Sit Alone. 


A very bitter antagonism has existed 
between Attorney Horace Bell and At- 
torney Richard Dunnigan for a. very 
long time. It culminated .recently in 
Bell beginning proceedings to have At- 


| torney Dunnigan and his son, H. L. 


Dunnigan, who is in partnership with 
his father, disbarred for unprofessional 
conduct. Tho facts as set forth in the 
accusation were susnmarized and pub- 
lished at the time, and Bell’s interpre- 
tation of them reflected seriously upon 
the personal characters and profes- 
sional standing of the two attorneys 
accused. 

Dunnigan & Dunnigan filed their 
answer yesterday, and it also proved to 
be such a document that when 
the proceedings are ventilated in court 
there promises to be sensational allega- 
tions and counter-allegations and to 
spare. Upon the matter coming up 
yesterday before Judge Clark to be set 
the court intimated that if the proceed- 
ing was.to be heard on the facts set 
forth he would advise that some of the 
other judges of the Superior Court sit 
with him to hear the cause. To per- 
mit soene. such arrangement being 
made, the matter went over. It is 
rather hard that this  proceed- 
ing should in the ordinary rou- 
tine apportionment of .cases have 
fallen to the lot of Judge Clark, for 
trial, for the reason that he tried the 
Leonis case. The connection between 
this most notable case and the present 
disbarment proceedings is most inti-.~ 
mate. The accusations leveled by At-- 
torney Bell against his brethren at the 
bar are founded on developments in the 
Leonis case, as are, also, the counter- 
averments of Dunnigan & Dunnigan. 
For years the suit was fought and 
scrambled over in Department Two, 
and became such a weariness to the 
flesh that Judge Clark absolutely re- 
fused to listen to the wrangling of the 
attorneys. But all things have an end 
and the main case was decently buried 
out of sight some months ago, although 
a bunch of collateral suits arising out 
of it are yet undispoged of in other 
departments. By this”present disbar- 
ment proceeding, however, it appears 
as if the main Leonis suit was about 
to stalk into court wrapped in its cere 
clothes, for in the answer filed yester- 
day some of the very foundation facts 
are set forth, and Attorney Bell is ac- 
cused of acting a most unworthy part 
in connection with them. 

“On September 24, 1889,”’ said Dunni- 
gan & Dunnigan, “shortly after the 
death of her husband, Mrs. Leonis con- 
veyed to the Hon. Stephen M. White 
one-half interest in the property she 
claimed as. widow, while agreeing to 
attend to all her business and litigation 
in and about the estate, and to enforce 
her rights to the property of her de- 
ceased*husband; to procuse her proper’ 
monthly allowance, as widow, and to 
have a proper homestead set apart for 
her out of the property, situated on 
Aliso avenue. In January, 1890, Mrs. 
Leonis executed a power of attorney 
to Laurent Etchepare, giving him full 
power and control of all her property 
and the management of all her bwsi- 
ness, and delivered to him all her pa- 
pers, including the contract between 
herself and Stephen M. White, her at- 
torney. Soon after the appointment o* 
Etchepare Horace Bell entered jnto 
communication with him with a view 
to having himself employed as the at- 
torney of Mrs. Leonis, and on June 26. 
1890, Etchepare entered into a contract 
vith Bell as the attorney in fact for 
Mrs. Leonis, by which he agreed Mrs. 
Leonis should pay to Bell 15 per cent. 
of all moneys and properties, both rea! 
and personal, which she might recover 
from the estate of Miguel Leonis. The 
contract purported to be a conveyance 
transferring to Bell 15 per cent. of such 
properties recovered. 

“Shortly after Bell was employed as 
Sefendants are informed and believe. 
he entered into a conspiracy with his 
client. Laurent Etchepare, by which it 
was determined that Mrs. Leonis was 
to be persuaded and frightened by false 
statements from communicating with 
her attorney, Stephen M. White. who 
then had charge of her estate. While, 
after endeavoring for a time to 


obtain communication wit his client, | 


so that he might prepare and aiennctite | 
her suit to recover her property, was 
informed that it would be necessary to 
employ Beil to assist him in the case, 
and ‘after considerable negotiation a 
contract was entered into between Bell 
and White, S. Mascarel, and A. N. Tel- 
lier. The-last two persons. had an in- 
terest with White in the property con- 
veyed by Mrs. Leonis, for which they 
were to aid and assist in prosecuting 
her claims. By this contract it was 
agreéd, ‘That if. the said Bell would 
procure the said Etchepare to assist in 
ernlabling said Espiritu and said White 
to procure a favorable judgment and 
decision in the case now in litigation, 
involving the estate of Miguel Leon's, 
and said Bell furthet agreed that said 
Espiritu. would be produced in court 
at such time as said White may desire, 
and that she would render assistance 
and consult when requested in ail mat- 
ters pertaining to the suit.’ 

“Bell agreeing to perform this very 
onerous duty as attorney-at-law was to 
have one-fourth of the estate of Mrs. 
Leonis.. This very remarkable con- 
tract. concludes: 

“*But if said Bell shall fail in any 
particular to comply with the obliga- 
tions above assumed by him, or shall 
fail to procure the coéperation and as- 
sistance of Etchepare and the said 
Espiritu, then the agreement shall be 
null and void.’ ”’ 

The answer proceeds to state that 
after the contract referred to was 
signed. Bell's client, Etchepare and 
Mrs. Espiritu Leonis, were brought to 
see the Hon. Stephen M. White, whom 
Mrs. Leonis had in the first instance re- 
tained as her attorney. rs 

“It will be plainly seen from. the 
above facts,”” say Dunnigan & Dunni- 
gan, indulging in mild sarcasm, “that 
Mrs. Leonis is, indeed, to use the lan- 
guage that Bell émpleys in his accusa- 
tion, “an ignorant Indian woman, un- 
able either to read or write in any lan- 
guage.” Defendants aver that Stephen 
M. White, as they are informed and 
believe, had no other use for Bell in the 
case, as the contsgact clearly shows, ex- 
cept to have him produce Mrs. Leonis 
and her attorney in fact in court, and 
induce them to help him to recover her 
property.”’ The document. continues: 

“After the suit was decided by which 
Mrs. Leonis recovered one-half of her 
husband’s estate. valued ‘at $349,000. she. 
through the influence of Bell, refused 
to have any further communication 
with her attorney. White, and Bell suc- 
ceeded to the business and appeared in 
a number of cases in relation to the 
estate, as her attorney. which by her 
contract with White he had undertaken 
to do, but was unable to attend to for 
the reason that Etchepare prevented 
her by false statements in regard to 
White. He alleged that White was in- 
terested in behalf of other parties 
holding claims as adverse to herself in 
the estate. and thereby prevented her 


‘from receiving the benefits of an able 


and honest lawyer to protect her in- 
terests.’’ 

Proceeding to exe-nine into the mode 
in which Bell acted.as attorney for Mrs. 
Leonis; Dunnigan & Dunnigan set out 
a long list of averments regarding the 
bona. fides of his action. and allege that 
he prosecuted claims that were fraud- 
ulent and false, by which the estate’ 
lost heavily. Defendants also aver that 
the statements made by Bell before 
Court Commissioner Rolling and = he- 
fore Justice Young were so contrasic- 
tory that they find it difficult to tell in 
what statement Bell committed per- 
jury, but that he certainly did at one 
time or the other. In concluding they

THE HIDALGO’S FALL. 


Pedro Sepulveda’s Evolution to Bea 
Street Politician. 


Spectators who happened into De- 
partment Four yseterday were highly 
entertained by the trial before Judge 
Van Dyke of what purported to be the 
divorce suit of Pedro Sepulveda against 
Francisca Romero de Ybarra de Sepul- 
veda, 

The plaintiff alleged intermarriage 
with the defendant in 1890, and that she 
has become so habitually intemperate 
as to be y drunkard, while he contin-, 
ued a lov’ng and dutiful husband. Her 
cruelty reached its culminating point, 
according to the plaintiff, in March of 
this year, when he averred that his 
wife hit him on the head with a blunt 
instrument, cutting a @mash two inches 
long, while he lay asleep. The husband 
thereupon left the inhospitable roof 
tree on Darwin avenue, East Los An- 
geles, and coming into court asked for 
a divorce, the restoration of about $50 
worth of clothing belonging to him per- 
sonally, and a Spanish ‘‘metate,” which 
he valued as an heirloom in his family, 
and a division of the community prop- 
erty. 

The answer made by the defendant, 
Francisca Romero de Ybarra de Sepul- 
veda, was couched in most original 


phrase. .A denial was first made of the] 


charges of drunkenness and of cruelty, 
and then a specific denial that she 
had ever been married to the plaintiff, 
or ever lived with him as his wife. She 
also denied that any property was held 
in common, but averred that what 


property exists is her own separate 


property, and further alleged that “if 
she has any wearing apparel belonging 
to the plaintiff he can send and get it, 
and welcome,” As for the “metate’”’ 
plaintiff conceded she held that as a 
pledge for an old board bill. 

Further answering the plaintiff says 
that the plaintiff is an ‘“hidalgo,”’ a 
don of illustrious and high degree; that 
the defendant is a very common, un- 
couth, uneducated, ignorant, full- 
bleoded Indian woman, without any ad- 
mixture of Spanish or other foreign 
blood; that she is frurzal and industrius 
and by occupation a washerwoman; 
that several years ago. out of sympa- 
thy for this ancient “‘caballero,” the 
plaintiff, the defendant, gave him shel- 
ter in her humble home; that he was 
sick and she nursed him: that he was 
hunery and she fed him, and she 
washed and ironed his very limited 
supply cf “ropa,” and thus maintained 
and nurtured him until he became a 
street-corner politician, and a persist- 
ent leech upon this defendant until a 
few months ego she “bounced. him’’--— 
that is to say, she tumbled him out of 
her house, and has not permitted him 
to return. via 

“Wherefore, having answered the de- 
fendant/ reserectfully. she prays the 
court that the nvlaintiff take nothing 
by his action, ard that she be dismissed 
hence, sine die” | 

The “hidalgo” got the worst of it. 
for Judge Van Dyke held that he fell 
a long way short of proving either the 
marriecve or the charge of drunken- 
ness. Judgment was given for the de- 
fendant. 


A DISBARMENT FIZZLE. 


Judge York Holds That Attorney 
Kemp Did Nothing Unprofessional. 
The disbarment proceeding begun 

against Attorney J. W. Kemp by Mrs. 

Hattie M. Knight came up for trial be- 

fore Judge Yorke yesterday. The ac- 

cuser was represented by Attorney H. 

H. Heath, while Works & Lee, Byron 

L. Oliver and Theodore Martin ap- 

peared for the accused. 

The facts upon which the application 
was miade were that in April, 1894, 
while Kemp was acting as attorney 
for Mrs« Knight, he loaned to C. A. 
Teal a sum of $50 belongimg to his cli- 
ent on Teal’s personal note and with- 
out any security. Then again it was 
averred that in October, 1894, Mr. Kemp 
took $280. which he had ir his posses- 
sion, and which belonged, to Mrs. 
Knight, and advanced .it to himself on 
his own personal note.. The following 
month, in November, 1894, Mrs. Knight 


was adjudged insane and sent to High- 
land. In May, 1895, she was discharged, 
and in Jamuary was restored to legal 
capacity and then demanded her prop- 
erty from Kemp. She received the two 
notes and began suit to recover from 
her erstwhile attorney. Last August 
she abtained a judgment, but it was 


ent proceeding was instituted. 

The facts adduced yesterday during 
the examination of the witnesses put 
forward by the accuser did net bear 
Out the allegations set up in the accusa- 
tion. It appeared that Kemp had bor- 
rowed monéy on several occasions from 
Mrs. Knight, some considerable time 
before she was adjudged insane, and 
upon each occasion had given her a due 
bill for the amount. In order to con- 
solidate this indebtedness a note was 
given for the total amount and the due 
bills cancelled. The idea ccmveyed in 
the accusation that advantage had been 
taken of Mrs. Knight while she was 
méntally unbalanced to G0 her grevious 
wrong was exploded when it appeared 
from the record that she had been 
committed as a sufferer from. mono- 
mania. It was shown on cross-exami- 
nation that Mrs. Knight suddenly 
learned of the death of the man to 
whom she had been engaged, and to 
whom she had loaned considerable 
money. Losing both lover «md money 
caused her to brood over the matter 
until she fell into a melancholic and 
despondent condition, but in other re- 
Spects she remains sane enough. 

“I don’t think it is necessary for you 
to make any argument,” said Judge 
York, addressing Attorney Heath. 
“You certainly haven’t made out any 
of the grounds om which an attorney 
could be disbarred. There is not a 
Single specification that you have sus- 
tained. The facts show that this lady 
had employed Mr. Kemp to represent 


ther in regard to a certain claim. That 


is what he testifies to, and she is in- 
distinct. He formed her acquaintance 
amd was acting as her attorney in that 
matter; and it does not matter, of. 
course, whether she paid him or not. 
“There is not the slightest ground 
upon which you could base an applica- 
tion for disbarment. Taking the duties 
of. an attorney and the groumds upon 
which the may be disbarred, there is 
nothing whatever that you could rea- 
sonably base an argument upon that 
he should be disbarred by the court, or 
suspended, In fact, there is nothing 
immoral whateverin what Mr. Kemp 
has done. He had no suspicion when he 
borrowed the money from her that she 
was incapable, and he says he believes 
she was capable of transacting busi- 
ness, and he dealt with her the same 
as ‘he did with anybody else. There is 
nothing that” is even wunprofessional 
about it. It is exceedingly unfortunate, 
and I am .sorry that she loaned the 
money; I am sorry that she has not 
been able to collect the money, and I 
hope that Mr.. Kemp may be able to 
pay the judgments against him. But 
that has nothing to do with it.

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 12.—[R gu.ar Corres 


spondence.}] Oniy one bid for electric street 
lighting for the coming year was rece.ved by. 
the City Trustees today. That was ir.m the 
Santa Monica EKleciric and Power Company, 
which offered to maintain thirty-five or mvure 


2000-candle-power e.cciric are iamps for 99.50 
per mouth each. Attached to the bid were 


two conditional propositions, ‘One of these 
was to furnish current tree of extra charge 
for the operation of a storage batiery for the 
fire-aiarm system, on condigion that the, c.ty 
purchase the mecessary battery aad appa- 
vatus. The other proposition was to care for 
the city fire-alarm system for an add.tioual 
compensation of $10 per month, the city to 
furnish the necessary biuestouc and other ma- 
terials. J. J. Davis, the company’s munager, 
said that to instail a storuge battery and 
other apparatus of the kind proposed would 
cost the city about $200. After that his com- 
pany would for e coming year keep the 
storage battery charged so that it would sup- 
ply current to the fire-alarm ciicuit. That 
kind of a current would be sieadier and more 
reliable thah one generated from the blucstone 
jars, as at present. The c.ty of Los Ange.es, 
he said, has recently instalied such a st.r-ge 
battery in connection with its fire-aiarm sys- 
tem. The storage battery, when once put in, 
would cost litle or nothing for renewals or 
repairs for five years or so, at the end of 
which time it might need to be renewed at a 
cost of about $2. Under the present method 
the maintenance of the Santa Monica fire- 
alarm system was cosling about $250 per year. 
The matter was referred to a coumittee. 
Oity Attorney Tanner said he wished to catl 
attention to the act passed at the last sess.on 
of the Legislature providing that municipal 
contracts for electric lighting must be for one 
year only. hat might be very well for 
large citics like Los Angeles or San Francisco, 
but in cities of the sixth class, 
Monica, it was wrong, for it tended to give 
one concern a monopoly of the business. 


Other companies could not afford to come into | 


town and establish a plant for one year’s 
business, but they very likely could afford to 
do so on a five-year contract. 

Only one proposal for publishing the city’s 
advertising during the year . was re- 


ceived, and that was in response to an adver- | 


tisement saying that bids would be rece ved 
“only from some daily newspaper print:d and 
published in said town.’’ The proposal was 
from the Outlook, the only paper printed in 
the city. It was 50 cents per inch, brevier 
type, for first insertion, and 40 cents per inch 
for each subsequent insertion; for financial 
statements and delinquent tax list, 65 cents 
per inch for first insertion and 50 cents per 
inch for each subsequent insertion. The bid 
was referred to a committee. 

At this point City Attorney Tanner said he 
wanted to call attention to another specimen 
of queer legislation. It was the law requiring 
advertisements for bids for city advertising 
to be published for two weeks. He supposed 
that the owner of the Outlook would get 
about $30 for officially notifying himself that 
bids for printing were to be received. “I 
think our friend Melick of Pasadena is the 
father of that thing,’’ said Mr. Tanner, almost 
in earnest, “and if he is he ought to be 
eteranlly damneé for doing it.’’ 

The City Attorney was asked to give an 
opinion on the validity of an ordinance pro- 
hibiting fishing with seines about the pleasure 
wharves. 

There was a lot of talk, but no action, on 
the matter of the awning ordinance, which 
will take effect on December 20.

SCHOONER HELENS WRECKED OFF 
SANTA CRUZ ISLAND. 


van 


After Two Days of Exposure Upon a. 


Sea-washed Rock, the Captain 
and Crew are Rescacd by a Pass- 
ingg Vessel—The Captain Now 
Dying. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 12.—{Regular Ger- 
respondence.] The echooner Santa came 
into port late last night bringing with her 
six shipwrecked men from the schooner 
Helene. These men tell a fearful tale of 
exposure that they had to endure for two 
days on a rock off Santa Cruz Island. 
Thursday night while near the island, in 
pursuit of live seals, the schooner Helene 
encountered a very heavy southeaster. She | 
attempted to find shelter in Forney’s Cove, | 
on the west end of Santa Cruz Isiand, and | 
anchored just outside this cove. A north-. 
east wind came up soon and so suddenly 
that it was impossible for them to get out. 
The channel between Santa Rosa and Santa 
Cruz islands is only about six miles wide, | 
and these northeast winds blow at a fearful 
rate through this channel. Three anc.ors 


| were thrown out, but all these were power- 


less against the heavy wind. It was us¢- 
less to attempt to pull them in and make to 
sea. The vesgel dragged her anchors for 
come distance, and about midnight struck a 
low reef, which forms one side of Forn y's 
Cove. The force of the shock was very great, 
knocking the bottom out of the vessel com- 
pletely. At intervals of eviry few minutes 
large waves would break completely over the 
wreck, carrying away with them provisions, 
blankets and other things that were 1 ose 
on her decks. A small skiff. was launched, 
but was soon overturned, losing both oars. 
Finaily it was righted again and a strong 
rope was made fast to it, and also to the 
wrecked vessel on the reef. The men got 
into the skiff, and allowed her to drift, hop- 
ing that she would strike a smal! island, 
about one hundred yards away. This they 
finally accomplished, but not before all had 
been thrown into the sea very close to the 
small island. 

It was midnight when they reached this. 
island rock, which is about two hundred feet 
in circumference. Here they remained al. 
night, with breakers washing completely 
over them every few minutes. 

Late the next afternoon the tide had gone 
down so low that it was possible to wace a 


considerable distance, and by swimming a] 


short distance they reached the main isla 4d, 
There they found an old Chinese cabin with 
some provisions, whuch they used. , Satur-

LIGHTING COMPANY ROBBED. 


Four Cents’ Worth of Illuminating 
Gas Stolen. 

The Los Angeles Lighting Company 
has its war paint on, and is going after 
consumers of gas whom the company’s 
agent, C. S. Vance, alleges. have been 
enjoying light at the company’s ex- 
pense. According to complaints filed 
in Justice Morrison’s court yesterday, 
the lighting company is 4 cents the 
poorer on account of the alleged pilfer- 
ing of Louis. E. Stout and Eldridge K. 
Stout, both of No. 505 New High street. 
Each of the parties named is alleged to 
have stolen and used fourteen cubic 
feet of illuminating gas, belonging to 
the said lighting company. The com-
